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THE STAR ROUTE THIEVES 


\¥ZARS OF CORRUPTION IN THE 
MAIL CONTRACT OFFICE. 

- CONGRESS PARTLY TO BLAME FOR THE ROB- 
BERIES—THE HISTORY OF PREVIOUS IN- 
VESTIGATIONS—A CONGRESSIONAL RE- 
PORT ON STRAW BIDS—MONEY USED TO 
SHIELD THE RING. 

Wasaineron, April 29.—An examination 
of the public records show that Congress is 
Jargely to blame for the wasteful and criminal 
extravagance that has characterized the ad- 
munistration of the Contract Office of the Post 
Office Department for years past. In the 
Summer of 1876 a report was made to the 
House of Representatives by the Committee 
pon Post Offices, which committee made a thor- 
ough inquiry into the straw bid system then 
prevalent, in which the abuses that flourished 
5o extensively under Gen. Brady’s manage- 
ment were fully set forth. This committee 
‘took nearly 1,000 pages of testimony, which 
exhibited such glaring irregularities and 
frauds that it is incomprehensible why Con- 
gress did not apply the proper remedy, and 
still more incomprehensible how the system 
then exposed and temporarily suspended as a 
result of the exposure could be so successfully 
revived and boldly carried on within a short 
time after the disgraceful facts were spread 
‘upon the records of Congress. 

' On Aug. 9, 1876,the House Committee on 

Post Offices, in presenting a volume of testi- 

mony on star route methods, submitted a re- 

port that so accurately describes the conduct 
of the star service under Gen. Brady that it is 

‘worth quoting at thistime. The report says: 

** The abuses discovered in the administration 

of the postal service, whether reflecting on 

\the higher or lower officers of the department, 

tr upon the contractors operating in connec- 

tion with the department, or both in 
combination, seem to have originated 
with the ring contractors, in a method 
of obtaining contracts at exorbitant prices, 
eppropriately characterized as ‘the straw bid 
system,’ which had its beginning several years 
back, but seems to have reached its highest de- 
welopment under the administration of Post- 
master-General Cresswell, and has continued, 
with less force, however, under his successors.”’ 
After explaining the straw bid system, 
jhe report continues: ‘“‘In operating this 
vicious system for the purposes of plun- 
jer and corruption, there appears from 
the testimony to have been a combination be- 
jween three rings—first, a ring of contractors; 
second, a ring of officials, embracing clerks in 
jhe Contract Office, and sometimes a ring of 
mtermediary brokers or agents, by which the 
two former combinations were brought in 
rontact and were enabled to effect and per- 
fect their schemes against the public Treasury. 
That many clerks in the department were in 
the pay of these contractors was fully 
developed in the trial of Hinds, and 
the circumstances surrounding that case 
force us to believe that this corrupt 
combination between those clerks and con- 
tractors pervaded all those usually denomi- 
nated ring contracts tosuch an extent that 
the contractor was enabled, from the informa- 
tion gained from the clerks who had official 
.. aecess to the records, to know positively who 
was the lowest bidder, making it an easy mat- 
ter for him always io have the lowest bid on 
any contract he desired to manipulate. The 
rontractor thus made secure in the lowest bid 
would commence his operations to control all 
pther bids up to a point at which he wished to 
parry the mail. It is needless to say that this 

was always at an exorbitant rate. 5 

“ By administering the department in viola- 
tion of law in some instances, in others admin- 
istering it under a vicious and questionable 
construction thereof, in others still by an eva- 
sion of the spirit of the statute when the letter 
was seemingly recognized, and by either in- 
rompetency or corrupt officials the following 
torrupt and evil practices obtained: First, 
service was improvidently and inconsiderately 
granted where no public demand or ublic 
ronvenience accrued. Second, exorbitant 
prices were allowed for services when needed 
and the work when done. Third, services 
when not rendered according to the contract, 
pither in spirit or measure, were nevertheless 
fully paid for. Fourth, when fraud was de- 
tected on the part of contractors no adequate 
action has been taken by officials to either pun- 
ish or correct the fraud. Fifth, when offi- 
vial dereliction, corruption, or remissness was 
jiscovered, the department took no sufficient 
measures to punish delinquents or to prevent a 
yecurrence of similar official wrong-doings, so 
shat the Government lost annually, in viola- 
tion of law and through corrupt practices, 
millions of the public money, and the guilty 
parties in office and out of office have gener- 
illy gone free both of prosecution and punish- 
ment.” 3 

The ring which flourished then was numeri- 
cally about as strong as that now being ex- 
posed by Postmaster-General James, and em- 
braced men of more or less prominence and ex- 

erience, From 30 to 50 persons were included 

2 the combination which was familiarly 

known among the Post Office clerks as ‘“‘ the 

forty thieves.” The evidence submitted by the 

committee shows that the combination of 1876, 

in addition to bribing clerks in the vontract of- 

fice, employing corrupt methods to secure man- 
nfactured petitions, to establish service over 
lines where the public convenience did not re- 
yuire it, and to obtain certificates for services 
never rendered, also raised a corruption fund 
to defeat an investigation ordered in 1872 by 
the House of Representatives, and did actually 
fefeat the ends of that investigation. The tes- 
timony of Bradly Barlow, who was a member 
of the Forty-sixth Congress from Vermont, 
and other contractors, shows that the 
sum of $60,000 was actually paid to 
fefeat the investigation alluded to. Un- 
fortunately. the erson who disbursed 
the corruption fund died a short time before 
the investigation of 1876, so that the names of 
the beneficiaries of this fund could not be ob- 
tained. The ends of the investigation made by 
the last Congress were, it is believed, defeated 
by the use of similar agencies, and those who 
have grown wealthy from the proceeds of the 
star service extravagance will not hesitate to 
follow these examples to screen themselves 
from exposure and save themselves from crim- 

Inal prosecution. 

THE Times of to-day contains a dispatch 
whey Sandusky which appeared in the Cleve- 

nd Herald stating that John R. Miner was 
engaged in 1870 or 1871, in the southern part 
of Ohio in the manufacture of illicit spirits, 
which were run down the Miami Canal at 
night on flat-boats. _ The dispatch further 
states that Mr. Miner fled to Europe, where he 
traveled for some time under the name of John 
M. Rice. Mr. Miner called at THE Times Wash- 
ington bureau to-night and pronounced this 
story a malicious libel. Mr. Miner says he 
never was connected with any distillery, and 
never was charged by Government officers 
with manufacturing *‘crooked” whisky. He 
sailed from New-York for Euro n the 
steamer Denmark on April 4, 1868, and the 
passenger-list shows that he was registered 
under his proper name, John R, Miner. Mr. 
Miner has telegraphed counsel at Cleveland to 
enter a criminal suit against the Cleveland 
Herald for the publication of the dispatch re- 
ferred to.

PROHIBITION IN STATE POLITICS.

TAKING AN ACTIVE PLACE IN THE NEXT 
NORTH CAROLINA CAMPAIGN, 

Raueieu, N. C., April 29.—The State 
Prohibitory Converition adjourned yesterday. 
Resolutions were adopted looking to a thor- 
ough organization of every township with a 
view to a vigorous capvass and a full vote. 
Gov. Jarvis addressed the convention yester- 
day in favor of prohibition. He asserted that 
for every dollar of taxes collected from liquor, 
$10 were paid out of the public treasury. He 
also said that if the movement meant to or- 
ganize a political party he would not go with 
it, but if it meant to eradicate vice he would 
go with it heart andsoul. An address to the 
people was read, and ordered published and 


; distributed over the State. Ex-Senator Mer- 


rimon has given a written opinion that the 
Prohibition act is now a law, and _ the 
people will only vote upon the question 
as to the penalty pronounced in it against 
those who violate the law. This has created 
some excitement and will produce litigation, 
as an effort will be made to prevent the issuing 
of liquor license by the County Commissioner. 
The convention was made up of 450 delegates, 
who well represented the white and colored 
people engaged in this movement. The 
speeches and proceedings will compare favora- 
bly with those of any previous State Conven- 
tion. The mixture of the white and colored 
delegates was so hearty and harmonious that 
many ultra Democrats arenow inquiring what 
has become of the color line in North Carolina. 
Whatever may be the result at the polls, the 
effect of the convention and the canvass now 
opened cannot be otherwise than beneficial to 
the material interest of the State.

LOTTERIES AND THE MAILS. 


THE EXCLUSION OF LOTTERY LETTERS SOLELY 
WITHIN THE DISCRETION OF THE POST- 
MASTER-GENERAL. 

Wasuincton, April 29.—Attorney-General 
MacVeagh, atfthe request of Postmaster-General 
James, has prepared an opinion upon the right of 
the Postmaster-General to prohibit the delivery of 
registered letters and the payment of money or- 
ders to M. A. Dauphin, Secretary of the Louisiana 
Lottery Company. The Attorney-General refers to 
the Louisiana Lottery Company as an institution 
to which the Legislature of Louisiana has, fora 
very large money consideration, granted the ex- 
clusive privilege of carrying on the lottery busi- 
ness in that State, and which, he says, is the only 


lottery conducted under the sanction of law 
in the United States. After quoting from the 
Revised Statutes, which authorize the exclusion of 
lottery matter from the maits, the Attorney-Gen- 
eral says; “Those who deny the power of the Post- 
master-General to forbid delivery of money orders 
and registered letters to Mr. Dauphin rest their 
denia) upon the qualifying adjective fraudulent in 
the statutes which permit the Postmaster-General 
to instruct Postmasters to withhold such letters and 
orders from any person whom he may find, upon 
evidence satisfactory, to be engaged in conducting 
any fraudulent lottery, gift enterprise, or scheme 
for the distribution of money, or of any real or 
personal property by lot, chance, or drawing of 
any kind.’’ He holds that in the present case 
the Government, under the statutory provisions 
bearing upon the subject, denies certain postal 
facilities to those lotteries, &c., found by the Post- 
master-General to be fraudulent—not to those 
which are illegal. What is or is not legalis purely 
a question of law; what is fraudulent is either one 
of pure fact or of mixed law and fact. Referring 
to the argument advanced by the friends of the lot- 
tery company, that a lottery authorized by the law 
of the State in which it hasits chief office cannot 
be fraudulent, the Attornev-General says: “If 
we concede that the word fraudulent quali- 
fies those words succeeding lottery in the 
statutes, it by no means follows that a legalized 
lottery or scheme for the distribution of money by 
lot, chance, or drawing of any kind, may not be 
fraudulent, at least as to ied deere outside the 
jurisdiction of the State which chartersit. * * * 
But whatever its nature, the question is one solely 
for the determination of the Postmaster-General. 
It is not in terms all fraudulent lotteries, &c., that 
are excluded from the use of the registry and 
money order systems, it is those found to be fraud- 
ulent by the Postmaster-General that are denied 
the privileges. He is the sole arbiter of law and 
fact upon this sabject.”’ 

The Attorney-General, therefore, concludes that 
if the Postmaster-General finds, upon evidence sat- 
isfactory to him, whatever its probative force with 
other minds, that Mr. Dauphin is engaged in con- 
ducting a fraudulent lottery, he may and should 
forbid the delivery of money orders to him, and 
instruct Postmasters to return to the senders all 
registered letters addressed to Mr. Dauphin.

PROVIDENCE, R. I., April 29.—Miss Maria 
Stimson Diman, daughter of the late Prof. J. Lewis 
Diman, of Brown University, was killed here this 
evening. She wasriding on horseback, attended 
by a student in the university, when her horse be- 
came unmanageable, in going down Angell-street, 
and dashed against a tree in the rear of the First 
Baptist Church yard. The young lady died from 
concussion of the brain. Her attendant had just 
caught the rein of her horse, but too late to turn, 
and he and his horse went through a fence and 
over the bank wall of 10 or 12 feet into the church- 
yard. receiving little injury. Miss Diman was 20 
years old. Her father died three months ago.

Tom’s River, N. J., April 29.—Gustave 
Heinrich, the Tuckerton music teacher, who last 
Fall eloped with one of his pupils, forsaking a wife 
and several children, and who was afterwards cap- 
tured at San Francisco, was put on trial on Tues- 
day on an indictment of the Grand Jury for steal- 
ing his victim’s clothes, and, being found guilty, 
was yesterday sentenced to State prison at hard 
labor for four years. An indictment for seduction 
and abortion was also found against Heinrich. He 
is in the last stage of consumption, and will scarce- 
ly survive his term of sentence.

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AFFAIRS IN FOREIGN LANDS 
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THE IRISH COERCION ACT AND THE

AN ATTEMPT TO EVICT TENANTS FRUSTRATED 
BY A MOB OF 5,000 PERSONS—THE CON- 
SERVATIVES AND THE LAND BILL. 

Dusuin, April 29.—Ata meeting of the 
Trish Church Synod to-day the Lord Primate 
said the Lana League was nothing more nor 
less than a gigantic combination for the de- 
struction of the Act of Union.

Limerick, April 29.—An attempt to evict 
some tenants at New-Pallas to-day was frus- 
trated. Five hundred military and Police were 

resent, but a mob of 5,000 persons assem- 
bled and hooted and groaned, and stoned 
the Sheriff and his assistants. The Police 
charged the mob several times, but, the bailiff’s 
life being threatened, he refused to point out 
the houses of the defaulting tenants. It is 
stated that 200 persons in the mob were’armed 
with revolvers, Another attempt to evict the 
tenants will be made soon. 

After further considera- 
tion and representations made to the Conserva- 
tive leaders, Lord John Manners’s motion with 
regard to the Land bill has been abandoned.

THE QUARREL IN TUNIS. 
FRANCE REFUSES TO RECOGNIZE THE SUL- 
TAN’S SUZERAINTY—MILITARY MOVEMENTS. 

Pants, April 29.—The French garrison 
at Kef consists of a battalion of infantry, a 
battery, a detachment of engineers, and two 
troops of cavalry. The garrision has received

Lonpon, April 29.—A dispatch from Paris 
says: ‘‘ M. Barthélemy St. Hilaire, Minister of 
Foreign Affairs, has received a second note from 
the Porte raising the question of the integrity 
of the Ottoman Empire withregard to Tunis, 
and stating that, the Sultan being the Bey’s 
suzerain, he has influence over him which 
France does not possess, and that con- 
sequently, at a single order of the 
Porte, the Bey might be made to 
make all amends to France, thus sparing the 
latter the necessity of coercive measures and 
risking diplomatic complications. The note 
hints at deposing the Bey in favor of his 
brother. France has, however, declined the 
proffered intervention, as she does not desire to 
acknowledge the Porte’s suzerainty.

THE FUTURE OF RUSSIA. 
A DISMAL OUTLOOK—ALL CLASSES TAKING 
ON AN INDEPENDENT SPIRIT. 
From the Evening Telegram. 
Lonxpon, April 29.—A rather striking tele- 
gram sent to the Standard by its correspond- 


‘ent at St. Petersburg appears to-day. Itsays: 


“Tt would be difficult to exaggerate the grav- 
ity of the situation in Russia at the present 
moment. Never before was the need of a 
steady hand at the helm so deeply and so univer- 
sally felt. It required nothing less than the 
tragedy of the 18th of March to open men’s 
eyes to the fact that the reforms which the 
revolutionists endeavored to wring from the 
Government by deeds of bloodshed can not and 
must not be long delayed by the majority of 
intelligent persons. 

‘*In the matter of intelligence the women 
of Russia are much superior to the men. If 
they ventured to formulate their desires they 
could repeat the demands contained in the last 
proclamation of the famous Executive Com- 
mittee. It is surprising to see how much there 
is in common between Russian intelligence 
and the revolutionary party. The distinction 


between them lies not in the end but in the 
means, The very absence of that freedom, 
which some demand and all desire, leaves the 
Russian reformer no choice but silence or 
sedition. 

‘““No one who has traveled through Russia 
lately can have failed to mark the difference 
between the peasant of the past and the peas- 
ant of the present. Servile politeness has 
given place to an independence, rude and 
sometimes brutal, When the old man bows to 
the passing stranger the youth goes on his way 
with a sullen stare. The latter has a danger- 
ous knowledge of his rights and wrongs, which 
makes him in many cases a willing listener to 
the insidious counsels of revolutionary propa- 
gandists. Go where you will, from the White 
Sea to the Black Sea, from the Danube to the 
Amoor, the peasants are te ergs | from the 
deathlike slumber of centuries. The Spring- 
time of national life is dawning: the trees still 
look withered and dead; the Winter snow still 
whitens the ground; the chilly sleet rustles 
through the branches. But the sap is rising, 
and the leaves, blossoms, and fruit will soon 
spring forth. What sort of crop it will be de- 
pends mainly on the decisions that must short- 
ly be taken. 

** Meantime the Emperor lives in retirement 
at Gatschina, and sees no one but Prince 
Varoutzoff Doahkoff. People speak in official 
circles of a moral abdication, and shake their 
heads when they speak of the future. It may 
be, however, that ere long we shall have a 
manifesto of some sort and an indication of 
the policy to be pursued. At prenent there is 
none, and Russia is without a Government.” 

A dispatch from Paris says: ‘‘A prominent 
diplomatist at St. Petersburg reports that tho 
Czar and his favorite counselors are disposed to 
adopt rigorous repressive measures having no 
example in Russian history.” 

CoPpENHAGEN, April 29.—The Government 
organ Officially declares that the reports of in- 
disposition of the Empress of Russia are un- 
founded. 

Lonpon, April 30.—A correspondent at St. 
Petersburg reports that two newrevolutionary 
sheets have been issued.

Government intends on Monday next to ask 
leave to introduce a bill amending the Parlia- 
mentary Oath act. 

BERLIN, April 29.—The Emperor William 
has gone to Wiesbaden. 

Maprip, April 29.—Several Ministerial 
papers to-day express the belief that the Gov- 
ernment will dissolve the Cortes without pre- 
viously bringing forward the budget. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, April 29.—Dervisch Pasha, 
Governor of Albania, is organizing an expe- 
dition against Gusinje, where the Albanian in- 
surgents have concentrated their forces. 
Troops have been dispatched to Ipek, Prestina, 
and Jacova. The pacification of Albania is 
regarded as assured. :

THE NEW GREEK FRONTIER.

FEATURES OF THE LONDON AND LIVERPOOL 
MARKETS DURING THE WEEE. 

Lonpon, April 29.—The Mincing-lane mar- 
kets still lack animation, but several leading arti- 
cles show some tendency to improvement. The 
reduction in the Bank of England rate of discount 
having been excected, it had no effect. A large 
quantity of low brown sugar was bought, partly 
for speculation, at about 6d. per hundredweight 
over the prices ruling before Easter. The market 
was decidedly firm, being influenced by the short 
Cuba crop, the very moderate stock in the United 
Kingdom, and the steady increase in consumption. 


Austrian beet sugar and refined close dearer. 
Numerous parcels of East India coffee at.auction 
were sold, chiefly at Jast week’s rates. Plantation 
Ceylon was easier, except coloury, which was 
steady. The foreign supply is very heavy, and 
prices are rather lower, except for the better de- 
scriptions. The inquiry for tea continues, and now 
appears to be more general. Prices are rather 
firmer. Fine Indian is advancing, but common is 
unchanged. A large business was done in rice, 
prices being unusually low. Saltpetre declined 1s., 
and was inactive. Pepper was easier. Cochin 
ginger advanced several shillings, owing to a 
short crop. 

The Manchester Guardian, in its commercial arti- 
cle this morning, says: ‘** The business already 
done‘ and the steadiness of the cotton market en- 
courage producers to hold very firmly to quota- 
tions. There is, however, rather less business of 
magnitude offering than earlier in the week, al- 
though fresh orders are easily obtainable in most 
departments ata little decline. The seasonable 
weather produces more hopeful anticipations for 
the home trade.” 

LivERpPooL, April 29.—The Lavernes Daily Couri- 
er contradicts its statement, published yesterday, 
that foot and mouth disease was discovered among 
the cattle landed at Birkenhead recently from the 
steamer Lake Manitoba, from Portland, Me. 

This week’s circular of the Liverpool Cotton 
Brokers’ Association says: ‘‘ Cotton was dull in the 
early part of the week, with some deciine in price 
but since Monday there has been more steadiness: 
On Thursday the market was firm, and previous 
quotations were generally resumed. American was 
in fair demand, and_prices, after declining 1-16d., 
recovered fully. In Sea Island there were few 
sales, at unchanged rates. Futures, after slight 
Sanagenae during the week, closed at unchanged 
rates. 

A leading grain circular says: ‘‘ The grain trade 
has been quieter; prices, however, were generally 
unchanged. Business, apparently, is still greatly 
restricted by the difficulty millers experience in 
selling flour in the face of foreign competition. 
Cargoes off coast sell slowly at a shade easier 
prices. Cargoes for shipment were also lower. 
There has been a fair inquiry on the spot and in 
the neighborhood for wheat at slightly under Tiues- 
day’s prices. Corn was dull and Kd. lower. The 
attendance at to-day’s market was thin. Wheat 
only met a restricted consumptive demand at a de- 
cline of 1d. to 2d. Flour of all kinds was slow; 
Winter was weaker. American mixed corn was in 
liberal supply. with comparatively little request; 
prices receded 4d. Round corn was scarce and 
advanced.”

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SALARIES OF LEGISLATORS | 


THE QUESTION AGITATING THE 


PENNSYLVANIA ASSEMBLY. 

THE RUDDIMAN COMMITTEE’S REPORT UPON 
THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL’S OPINION— 
AIMING TO PROVE THE STATE OFFICER 
IN THE WRONG BOTH IN MOTIVE AND 
DECISION. 

HARRISBURG, Penn., April 29.—The Ruddi- 
man committee, to whicn was referred the opinion 
of the Attorney-General in relation to the salaries 
of the members of the General Assembly, has pre- 
sented its report, long expected and anxiously 
awaited, to the House. The general opinion is that 
it is not such a document as one would expect from 
a gentleman who loudly condemned in hotel cor- 
ridors and elsewhere the solecisms, crudity, and 
general weakness of the Attorney-General’s opin- 
ion. The report is singularly vague and involved 
in style, and lacks in a remarkable degree that 
clearness of expression and strength of reasoning 
which would be expected in a document emanating 
from a committee which claimed to have all the 


fact and argument on its side in the controversy 
on hand. 


The report, after reciting the causes which led 
to the action of the committee, quoting the corre- 
spondence between Chairman Ruddiman and the 
Attorney-General, and giving in substance the eyvi- 
dence elicited by the committee, reflects upon the 
apparent contradiction in the Attorney-General’s 


opinion relative to his duty to furnish legal opin- 
ions as compared with his anxiety to promul- 
gate the opinion as evinced by the mode taken to 
have it drawn out by the letter of Mr. La- 
touche. It also reflects on the Attorney- 
General for his delay in promulgating the 
opinion and for his display of a lack of respect for 
the law-making power of the Commonwealth in 
saying that the Legislature was doing no work, and 
was wasting time inidletalk. After questioning 
the right of the Attorney-General to interfere with 
the Legislature, the report passes to the other side 
of the question. In refutation of the position of 
the Attorney-General respecting the unconstitu- 
tionality of the per diem commutation clause of 
the law of 1874, several cases are cited, and the 
definition of the word “salary,” as set forth 
by the dictionaries, is given at length. 
To this question of the meaning of the word 
“‘salary,’’ much space is devoted, the purpose being 
to prove that it means not a stipulated annual com- 
pensation alone, but also per diem pay, and to 
prove further that the intention of the framers of 
the Constitution was to prohibit, not the payment 
of per diem compensation for an extension of a 
session during 100 days, but the payment of extra 
compensation for service on committees, and the 
like. In reply to the point in the opinion of the Attor- 
ney-General that ‘in many cases the Supreme Court 
have established rules for the proper understanding 
of the frame of Government,” the report says: 
“Your committee cannot withhold from your 
careful reflections the wise conclusions which have 
laid the lines and the relations of the respective 
parts of State machinery, and which, if they make 
one thing more certain than another, make it clear 
beyond all dispute, that a statute duly enacted and 
approved, cannot afterward be safely disregarded 
or practically vetoed by a dash of the pen of any 
public official, and that none but a court of compe- 
tent jurisdiction may venture upon the reluctant 
and delicate province of subjecting such a statute 
to the test of adverse criticism and resistance.” 
In support of this position upwards of a dozen 
authorities are quoted. 

The report closes as follows: “In respect to the 
statute now attacked by the Attorney-General, the 
several] Legislatures sitting in the years 1874, 1875, 
1876, 1877, 1878, 1879, and 1880 have given to it uni- 
formity of construction, as following the constitu- 
tional inteundment, and in whatever spirit former 
Attorneys-General have or have not been inclined 
to speculate upon it, that has invariably, until now, 
been the guide in making appropriation for 
the expenses of the Legislative Depart- 
ment of the Government. From these nu- 
merous adjudicated cases, it must be apparent, 
among other things, that the Attorney-General has, 
with haste and eagerness, endeavored to accom- 
plish that which courts of justice, ae upon seri- 
ous occasion and with becoming hesitation, will 
undertake to do asa plain, urgent, and imperative 
discharge of duty, and that his interpretation of 
the law finds no countenance in the principles 
therein established. With regard to the peculiar 
mode adopted for forcing before the people the 
opinion by the Attorney-General, it is not 
necessary to make further comment. The 
convictions of enlightened people can scarce- 
Wy partake of disagreement concerning it. 

ut as to the action itself of that 
eminent. person, if he conceived himself to be called 
upon to perform a duty relative to the matter in 
question, the course to be followed in so doing was 
not new nor hard to be understood, and your com- 
mittee cannot but regret that the obvious means 
for giving dignified, formal, and judicial direction 
to his objection were not thought best to be se- 
lected by him.’’ Here follows a sentence submit- 
ting the report, which was signed by the seyen 
members of the committee, Messrs. Ruddiman, 
Niles, Colborn, Kneass. Tyler, Founce, and McRey- 
nolds. The report was adopted, and 8,000 copies 
ordered for the Senate and House, and the House 
adjourned.

TESTIMONY OF THOMAS, THE CONVICTED 
TELLER OF THE BROKEN NEWARK BANK. 
TRENTON, April 29.—To-day is the second 
day of the trial of James A. Hedden, the Cashier of 
the broken First National Benk of Newark. Hed- 
den seemed to be less composed than on the pre- 
vious day, and during the examination of the con- 
victed Teller, Thomas, he exhibited much nervous- 
ness. Hedden’s wife and sister were in court. 
Thomas testified that the stock of the bank had 
been purchased for the bank by himself, Hedden, 


President Cook, and Directors John McGreggor 
and Dickinson. Individual checks were given for 
the purchase of the stock which were never 
charged to them, but were carried as cash and 
subsequently canceled by the entry of the stock as 
the property of the bank. In the last report of 
the condition of the bank, made and 
sworn ‘to by Hedden on. April 23, 1880 
the cash item, %63,771 44, included the notes 
memoranda, and checks, which had been carried 
as cash, having been substituted therefor. The 
books showed that the Third National Bank of 
New-York owed the First National; this was not 
the case, for the First National owed the New- 
York bank; these entries were made to cover up 
the Dorell defalcation of $105,000, and also notes 
of the Directors. On cross-examination, Thomas 
gave an account of his partnership in the firm of 
Bigelow & Co. The trial will be resumed next 
Tuesday.

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MURDER AND SUICIDE BY A MOTHER. 

GRAND ISLAND, Neb., April 29.—Christian 
Koch, engine wiper ‘or engine No. 36, which runs 
between Grand Island and St. Paul, upon return- 
ing to St. Paul this morning from this place, where 
he had been at work fortwo days, went direct to 
his home and found the door locked. He looked 


in the window and saw one of his children in bed 
and his wife lying with blood around her upon the 
floor near the bed.

DYING IN THE MIDDLE OF A MARSH. 

Detroit, Mich., April 29.—A terrible case 
of sickness is reported from the town of Cresco, 
near Marshall, in this State. The members of a 
family named Weaver, eight in number, living on 
an island in the centre of a large marsh, were 
found nearly all down witha malignant form of 
scarlet fever. They were in destitute circum- 
stances, the children having no covering for their 


feet, and only scantily supplied with food. The 
atmosphere was infected with miasma from the 
marsh. Water had been used for domestic purpo- 
ses procused from a barrel sunk into the ground, 
into which the surface water of the marsh flowed. 
When the physician first called, one of the children 
was dying and beyond all medical assistance.

OHIO AND MISSISSIPPI’S EXPRESS BUSINESS— 
SUED FOR VIOLATION OF SUNDAY LAWS 
CINCINNATI, April 29.—Judge Baxter, of 

the United States Court, who yesterday intimated 

that if acase were properly brought before him he 
would restrain the Ohio and Mississippi Railroad 
from doing an express business. was to-day told by 
counsel for the Receiver of the road that the ex- 
press business had been authorized by an order of 
the court issued long ago. Judge Baxter said 
he would grant counsel a week, or until the return 
of Mr. King, the Receiver, to find such order. If it 
was found, he would revoke it. The road was in 
the hands of the court. Its charter did not author- 


ize it to do an express business, and the Receiver, 
who was a mere agent of the court, could not ex- 
ceed the powers granted in charter. 

The Cincinnati Southern Railway Trustees, in 
connection with the Sinking Fund Commissioners, 
to-day adopted a form of conditions for the sale of 
the road to be presented to bidders. They also be- 
gan the consideration of the forms of the lease, 
but proceeded only so far as to decide that the 
term of the lease shall be 25 years. 

LovisvILLE, Ky., April 29.—The State Attorney 
for this county has commenced_ several actions 
against the Louisville and Nashville Railroad Com- 
pany for violation of the Sundaylaw. The petition 
specifies the running of a certain train and the em- 
ployment of men, and says: ‘‘ The plaintiff further 
States that, by reason of the said facts the defend- 
ant, by virtue of the statute in such case made 
and provided, became liable to fines in favor of 
the Commonwealth of Kentucky, the plaintiff 
aforesaid, in the sum of $350 as follows, to wit: 
One fine of $50 for running and operating the said 
train, and six other fines of $50 each, for the em- 
ployment of persons engaged in work and labor 
upon the same; whereupon the plaintiff prays 
judgment against the defendant for the sum of 
$350 and costs.”

A DESCRIPTION OF THE ACCIDENT welenn :

STATE LEGISLATIVE WORK 


HOW’*THE TWO HOUSES CLOSED 
THEIR* WEEK’S WORK. 
RECKLESS WAY OF DOING BUSINESS IN 

THE ASSEMBLY--THE BOARD OF COR- 
RECTION BILL REJECTED-—-FAIR PLAY 
ON THE OLEOMARGARINE BILL—SENATE 

ADDITIONS TO-THE SUPPLY BILL. 

Axsany, April'29.—At 12 o’clock to-day, 
or a very few moments after, the Assembly 
adjourned, after one of the most reckless and 
disorderly sittings of the present session. The 
greater part of the time was taken upin ad- 
vancing bills that by’right should await their 

' turn, but as all the members were in a mood for 
unanimous consents,no obstruction was offered 
to the rapid and. careless way of making 
progress. 

Soon after the-Assembly met the unfinished 
business of yesterday was taken up, the pend- 
ing question being the motion to grant leave 
to sit again on Mr. Duguid’s bill to establish 
State and county boards of correction. Mr. 
Alvord, who held the floor, was nct disposed 
to extend thediscussion, and moved the previ- 
ous question. That motion prevailed, and the 
only chance for speech-making occurred on 
the request to be excused and the explanations 
of members. Mr. Duguid sought to impress 
the Assembly with:the importance, the neces- 
sity, of affording relief to the over-crowded 
and ill-managed jails, and Mr. Raines and Mr. 


Brooks spoke a few words in the hope of over- 
awing the oryposition to the bill. It was of no 
use, howeve/r, for the motion to grant leave to 
sit again was lost by a vote of 32 to 54, and 
the bill was rejected. 

Another attempt-was made to-day to get the 
Oleomar garine bill before the Assembly in tha 
absence.of Mr. Crapser, its representative op< 
ponen’;, Dr. Fenner moved to make it a 
speci4l order for Tuesday afternoon at 4 
o’cliek. The Speaker directed attention ta 
the fact that Mr. Crapser had consented to its 
pcstponement, and had announced to the 
ffouse that he would be away all the week, and 
suggested that it would be scarcely fair, ta 
take it up before his return. Dr. Fenner was, 
he said, anxious to extend every courtesy to 
.Mr. Crapser, but thought that it was Mr. 
‘Crapser’s - frult that the discussion was 
not continued on Wednesday. He said 
that Mr. Crapser’s absence looked like an 
attempt to delay the bill. The Speaker again

TAX LEGISLATION ENDANGERED. 
THE COMMISSION POINTING OUT THE UNWIS- 
DOM OF AN ADDED &ECTION, 

Aupany, April 29.—The Governor’s Tax 
Commission is preparing a communication, to 
be transmitted to the Joint Tax Committee of 
the two houses, touching the eleventh section, 
which the joint committee added to the bill as 
submitted by the commission for taxing corpo- 
rations. ‘lhe scope of the communication, as 
ascertained from Judge Van Cott, will be as 
follows: The joint committee is reminded of 
the fact that the whole drift and substance of 
the Corporation Tax bill are to tax the franchise 
and business of corporations, and not to tax 
corporate capital or property. Horse railroads 
are placed by the bill in exactly the same cate- 
gory in which other corporations are placed, 
and are subjected to ervactly equal taxes, and 


the bill left them, as it left other corporations, 
to be taxed locally, under existing general laws, 
upon their real estate and capital for local pur- 
poses. Theeloventh section changes this equality 
of the bill into an enormous inequality. But 
waiving all comments on the unwisdom of the 
favoritism shown in the eleventh section, the 
joint committee is asked to consider the serious 
question as to the effect of this section in en- 
dangering the validity of the entire act and of 
all the taxation to be levied under this and the 
general law as respects corporations. Taxa- 
tion, the commission says, must be equal in re- 
gard to like objects, and, if a discrimination 
appears on the face of the law and in its pur- 

ose, the whole tax imposed by it is illegal and 
bes been so declared by the courts. An in- 
stance of this kind is afforded in the case of the 
State against the banks, where the State lost 
the revenue from the taxation of banks from 
1866 to 1880, because it discriminated against 
shareholders in taxing bank shares, in not al- 
lowing deductions for indebtedness such as 
was allowed in the taxation of other personal 
property. 

The commission expresses the hope that the 
harmonious action thus far taken between the 
commission and the joint committes may not 
be broken by hasty and ill-judged interpola- 
tions like this eleventh section, which may have 
the effect to nullify the entire act in question, 
and defeat the main object they all have in 
view,

A gentleman having shown Frederick Doug- 
lass an original letter from John Brown, received 
the following acknowledgment: 


My Dear Srr: You have made me very much 
obliged to you forthe letter of John Brown. Every 
line and syllable written by the grand old hero has 
an especial interest for me.- About the time this 
letter of his was written he was living with me in 
Rochester, N. Y., and hence letters for him were di- 
rected to my care. There were reasons growing 
out of his “Free State work” in Kansas which 
made it necessary at that time to avoid publicity. 
I never had under my roof at any time such an 
incarnation of justice and the true martyr spirit 
as when John Brown lived with me. He was a 
constant thorn in my side. I could not help feeling 
that this man’s zeal in the cause of my enslaved 
people was holier and higher than mine. I could 
speak for my race—he cou!d fight for my race. i 
could live for my race—John Brown could die for 
my race. My zeal was bounded by time; his 
stretched away into the silent depths of eternity. 
His ca'l to me was ‘“‘come up higher,” and not 
being ready to rise to his height his calls 
troubled me; still I was drawn to him— 
loved him. He was one of the few men I have 
met with the greatness of whose soul grew 
upon me the morelsaw of him. Thanksto In- 
galls and to Edmunds—the two noble Senators, one 
speaking for free and glorious Kansas and the 
other for Vermont, (whose green mountains were 
in the darkest days of slavery too sacred to liberty 
to tolerate the footprints of a slave hound)—for the 
stinging rebuke they gave to the Senator who tried 
to stamp upon the grave of John Brown. But I 
only meant to thank you, which I do most heartily, 
for calling my attention to this letter of the glori- 
ous old hero and martyr.

BETWEEN PEACE AND WAR 


TROUBLES WHICH DISTURB EURO- 
PEAN STATESMEN. 
THE INTENTIONS OF GREECE—WHAT THE 

” VARIOUS POWERS DESIRE—FRANCE AND 

TUNIS—AMUSEMENT FOR WORKING PEO- 
PLE. 

Lonpon, April 14.—It has always seemed 
impossible to me, if Bismarck and Gladstone 
want peace, that Greece could be allowed to 
go to war. In my anticinations of a settle- 
ment of the frontier question witnout a fight 
Ihave been justified by the private opinions 
of the English Foreign Office. To-day, in the 
midst of wild cables forecasting, in certain 
American journals, the almost immediate out- 
break of hostilities, comes from Athens the 
most pacific news which has been received in 
London during many months. Last night 
(April 18) the Greek Government dispatched 
its reply to the collective note of the powers. 
Itis principally an acceptance of the proposals 
of the Porte with the European guarantee of 
an honorable and prompt handing over of 
the new territory. 

GREECE UNDER PRESSURE. 

If Mr. Gladstone was willing to sacrifice so 
much for the sake of making peace with the 
Boers, it is easy to understand that he would 


move heaven and earth to postpone that groat 
European war which somewhere or other 
haunts the future. Moreover, what Minister, 
what Government, could hope to exercise so 
great an influence upon Greece as Gladstone 
and a Liberal Ministry ? Mr. Gladstone gave 
Greece the Ionian Islands. Mr. Gladstone has 
done in his time more for Greece, even outside 
this precious donation, than Lord Byron did in 
his, and the Hellenes would be lost to every 
sense of gratitude if they disregarded the 
advice of the present English Govern- 
ment. In London there isno great sympa- 
thy for Greece, and for this reason: The 
modern Greek is not regarded os an estimable 
person; he isnot too honest in his commer- 
cial relations, and he appearsin a more degen- 
erate light by contrast with the record of the 
ancient Greek of the classics. But, given an- 
other half-century of freedom, with a restora- 
tion of the slice of territory he is now to receive, 
he will be a very different man. There is 
more hope for the future of Greece than for 
the future of Turkey, *‘ the sick man,’’ whom 
everybody kicks and plunders with impunity. 
It required very heavy pressure to induce the 
Greek Government to come toterms. Twice, 
it is said, M. Coumoundouros was on the point 
of issuing a note of rejection; but with this 
hesitation came additional influence in favor 
of peace from powers no single country, what- 
ever its standing, could afford to disregard. 
The European concert has been wonderfully 
maintained throughout all this troublesome 
and exciting business, and Germany and Eug- 
land may be credited with holding it together. 
There is in the Gresk note a small ‘‘if,’? which 
may give trouble; yet it can hardly be de- 
scribed as important enough for an if; it is an 
intimation that, while Greece accepts the 
Turkish compromise, ‘“‘she cannot abandon 
to their fate those Hellenes who dwell 
outside the new _ frontier.” Greek 
patriots and journalists declare that Austria is 
intriguing against Athens; that Vienna is pre- 
paring the way for her own dumination ‘‘in 
Epirus as far as Prevesa and in Macedonia as 
far as Mcunt Olympus, while Albania is to be 
erected into a Principality under the suze- 
rainty of the Emperor Francis Joseph.” This 
mzy be so; Austria has a keen scent for her 
own interests; but it is pretty certain that if 
the powers agreed to such an arrangement as 
this in regard to Albania they would not per- 
mit Austria to rule in Epirus or Macedonia. 
My Foreign Office friend says the powers are 
so determined in their anxieties for peace that 
they will coerce Greece by their arms if she 
does not give way; and the King and his Min- 
isters are entirely with the powers. The chief 
difficulty of the Government from the first has 
been to restrain the ardor of the Greeks with- 
out making the King and his Ministers un- 
popular. The strong belief in official circles 
here is that the crisis between Greece and Tur- 
key is at an end. 


THE TUNIS TROUBLES. 


One peril to European: peace removed, an- 
other comes on, The Tunis business has sever- 
al ugly sides, hut if the French republic is 
honest in its declarations to Europe, and there 
is no reason to donbt it, the Tunisian business 
is not going to endanger the concert that has 
kept good tune and time in regard to Greece 
and Turkey. There is, however, this one great 
danger in regard to the latest ‘‘ scareof war” — 
troops are marching, blood will be spilled, 
and one never knows where the conflagration 
may end that is lighted by the brands of cap- 
tains and soldiers. France has received suffi- 
cient provocation to make war on the Krou- 
mirs. Indeed, these savage raiders have 
forced her into action; and if she is content 
only to punish them for their bloodthirsty 
massacre of a pacific expedition, the European 
concert will suffer no shock of discord. But as 
Chaucer told the world abont 400 yearsago, you 
can never estimate where and when a war will 
end. In the present affair the diplomatic mind 
is a great deal exercised, seeing that France has 
previously been credited with a desire to pos- 
sess Tunis. It is declared that, in a conversa- 
tion at Berlin, during the congress, Lord 
Salisbury said, not officially, but in a semi- 
official, general way, that the occupation of 
Tunis by France would not break up the active 
and sympathetic friendship of England and 
France, that is, Lord Salisbury’s Government 
would not take umbrage at such an occur- 
rence, This personal opinion of Lord Salis- 
bury was for some time exaggerated into an 
official declaration and a bargain, the consid- 
eration being England’s unquestioned occupa- 
tion of Cyprus. There is so much juggling, 
you see, among European Governments that 
the minor powers never quite know where 
they are. If they could always be assured of 
a liberal and honest rule they would be better 
off under the suzerainty or protection of a 
powerful neighbor. Germany is so contented 
to have France busy in Tunis, notwithstand- 
ing the hostile excitement of Italy, that diplo- 
matic gossips and foreign newspaper corre- 
spondents are looking for ‘the reason why.”’ 

ailing quite to fathom Bismarck’s complai- 
sance in the matier, they rake up once 
more the German ambition for a sea- 


board. Thus it now comes to be openly 
said that France, in consideration of 
Germany keeping quiet, consents to 
let Bismarck have his way in regard to Hol- 
land. Butit would be hardly necessary for 
France to go this length in her conciliation of 
Germany. Emperor William and Francis 
Joseph would both be willing to let France 
have Tunis, and, indeed, Bismarck would be 
only too glad to rub out of the French mind,

sible to over-estimate; and if adding Tunis to 


the anxieties and property of France would 
bring about such a desideratum, why, Europe 
would be only too glad to let Tunis go. So 
far asthe Tunisians are concerned, the Gov- 
ernment of France would be a far better rule 
to live under than that of a weak Bey anda 
weaker Turkish Suzerainty. So far, then, even 
if France goes. beyond her declared intentions, 
occupies Tunis, and even annexes the Bey’s 


territory, Germany, Austria, and England are 


not likely to object. But Italy will, and Spain 
may. If they could be assured of the alliance 
of Russia they certainly would, and Russia 
might be induced to move ‘*‘for a, considera- 
tion” if she could be sure of the neutrality of 
Germany, Austria, and England. It is sug- 
gested by those who do not love Italy that she 
has designs on Tripoli, and so the probabilities 
of the future are extended and increased, 


Some day it is quite likely that most of these 
suggested probabilities will come about, all of 
them springing out of ‘‘the Eastern question.’? 
If Germany, Austria, France, Italy, and 
England were to sit rounda table and revise 
the map of Europe and the East, they could do 
so irrespective of the feelings or views of any 
other power. In the meantime, Franee is 
once more engaged in the work of ‘making 
history,” and if itis true that her troops are 
about to oecupy the whole Valley of the 
Mejerda the probabilities that the Independ- 
ence of Tunis is in danger are considerably ac- 
centuated. So far as the general peace of 

urope is concerned, however, it_is comfort-

still at work with a sincere determination to 


maintain it.

Now and then she is just as 
blind and silly in her selections for investmént 
as the idiots who left Portia’s favorite lover to 
trust his fate to the least showy of the caskets 
of gold and silver and lead. Nothing demon- 
strates more completely the large amount of 
money that is seeking employment in England 
than the prompt subscriptions to municipal 
loans at 3 to 344 per cent. ithin the next few 
years you will see vast transferences of capital 
from British to American enterprises, agricul- 
tural, mineral, and manufacturing. Mr. Par- 
nell and his friends are utilizing the holidays 
in oratorical tours throughout England and 
ireland, and the Government is making a fow 
more desultory arrests. The east wind has left 
us, the weather is mild and sunny, and to-day 
a great exodus has begun from London to the 
country, the holiday being prompted by many 
factories and stores being closed from this even- 
ing until Tuesday morning. 


ARISTOCRACY AND THE PEOPLE. 


An interesting movement has been ostab- 
lished in London, and it promises to grow and 
extend throughout the Kingdom. In London 
it is chiefly the outcome of the efforts of Sir 
Coutts Lindsay and his accomplished wife, 
Lady Lindsay, (of Balcanes,) who have in 
many ways shown a Hearty sympathy with 
the working classes of the Metropolis. ‘‘The 
People’s .Entertainment Society” is an organ- 
ization for weaning the working man in poor 
districts from the public house and bar-room 
on Saturday nights, by giving them, free, the 
best class of public amusement at their own 
doors. For the last two or three years this 
work has been unostentatiously carried out, 
the audiences being brought together by invi- 
tation tickets, except once or twice during the 
season, when 1s, is charged, to_ help 
pay the expenses. During the Winter 
months a concert has been given every 
night in one district or another. 
They have been crowded, and the au- 
diences have been formed into choral so- 
cieties, the men being taught at ovening 
classes. Mr. C. C. Bethune, a relative of Sir 
Coutts Lindsay; anda gentleman of means, is 
the President, and he devotes days and nights 
to the work. He is seconded by many distin- 
guished people, and by his bonhomie and his 
frank, pleasant intercourse with the working 
men, he has done much to break down a good 
deal of the offensive barriers which separate 
the poor from the rich, the working man from 
the aristocrat, in the world of London. On 
Saturday night I attended the last of the Bat- 
tersea ontertainments for the season. The au- 
dience consisted of over 600 men, some of them 
in their working clothes. Among them sat 
several distinguished gentlemen, and also the 
Duchess of St. Albans and Lady Harrington. 
The chief vocalists were two American ladies, 
Mrs. Osgood and Miss Hope Glenn. Lady 
Lindsay accompanied one of Mrs. Osgood’s 
songs on the piano, and at a previous 
concert she played a solo on the vio- 
lin. Mrs. Joseph Hatton recited ‘*The 
Landing of the Pilgrim Fathers in New- 
England,’’ and: several other persons of note 
assisted. The audience was enthusiastic, and 
during the evening the men showed their grat- 
itude in the spirit of gentlemen. Mrs. Osgood 
has sung to them on many occasions during 
the past three years. As she is going home to 
America soon on a professional tour, they pre- 
sented her with a handsome gold bracelet as a 
souvenir of their admiration and esteem. The 

resentation was made by a working man on 

ehalf of his fellows; it was madein a manly 
speech; it was acknowledged in graceful and 
touching terms, and when the concert was 
over a crowd came round Mrs. Osgood’s car- 
riage, shouting ‘‘ Good-bye and godspeed !” 
They had previously sung the national anthem. 
If, as is predicted, Kngland is to be inundated 
with a flood of democracy, the ‘Upper Ten’’ 
could easily control it if they went down tothe 
masses with an honest sympathy and kindly 
acknowledgment of brotherhood as the great 
men and women do who are conducting the 
affairs of the People’s Entertainment Society.

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DEATH AT THE HANGMAN’S HANDE. 

ROYAL 8 CARR HANGED IN VERMONT AND 
JOHN GOTHARD AND MARSHALL BAXTER 
IN THE SOUTH. 

Wrinpsor, Vt., April 29.—Royal 8S. Carr, 
who was convicted of murdering W. W. Murcom- 
mock on Dec. 11, 1878, was hanged here in the 
State prison to-day. Carr wished to marry Mur- 
commock’s wife, and induced the former to go 
hunting with him, when he deliberately shot him 
from behind. He had previously served a 10 years’ 
term for killing Mary E. Loomis at Worcester, Vt. 
He was a brutal, ignorant fellow, and has mani- 
fested no concern since his sentence. He was 
hanged at 2 P. M. Few persons attended the 


execution, the interest felt in it being very little. 
Carr ascended the scaffold with a firm step, and 
listened calmly to the reading of the death-war- 
rant. He remarked that what brought him here 
“was the two women.” 

Bartrwore, April 29.—John Gothard, alias “ Sandy 
Smith,” colored, convicted of the murder of Joseph 
Woods in Baltimore County on the night of Dece.. 
2 last, was hanged at Towsontown this morning 
He ascended the scaffold at 10:06 A. M. Three 
minutes later the drop fell, and he died without a 
struggle. The only words he uttered on the scaf- 
fold were: *“*Don’t make any mistake about me.”’ 
After hanging 20 minntes he was pronounced dead. 
The condemned man had been in the employ 
of Woods, and, on the night above stated, was 
assisting his employer to unhitch a horse from 
the wagon, when he struck Woods with an axe. 
The latter ran to the house, only a short distance 
away, closely followed by Gothard, who seized a 
gun standing near the door and knocked down 
the wife of the wounded man. The door was 
closed after Woods fell prostrate on the floor; but 
Gothard, from the outside, fired through the door, 
the charge entering the groin and abdomen of his 
victim. Woods lingered until Dec. 8, when he 
died. Gothara was tried soon after and convicted. 
Efforts have been made to obtain a respite on the 
Sige of the doubtful sanity of the accused man, 

ut the Governor refused to interfere with the 
sentence of the court. Gothard was formerly a 
slaye on the Eastern Shore of the State. During his 
imprisonment he has made several statements as 
to what instigated him to commit the crime, the 
last one admitting that his intention was to mur- 
der the family, take all the money in the house, 
and then burn the house down to cover his crime, 
but Mrs. Woods escaped before he could carry out 
his intention. He was 58 years old. 

CuHarworre, N. C., April 29.—Marshall Baxter was 
hanged here at 11:40 o'clock this morning, after 
trial and conviction in the Superior Court, for the 
murder of “ Bob” Hennegan in January last. He 
claimed to have been instigated by the murdered 
man’s wife, and confessed the commission of the 
crime after his sentence. Within the past few 
weeks he professed religion. The drop was five 
and a half feet. Baxter's neck was broken and the 
murderer died almost without a struggle.

WHAT GEN. GRANT IS DOING FOR BOTH 


COUNTRIES—HIS RECEPTION, 
Froin the Washington Post, April 29, 

Major Frank De Gress, of the city of Mexico, 
arrived in the city yesterday. He left Mexico 
about nine daysago. He says that the story about 
Gen. Grant coming to conquer the country was 
talked of there before he arrived, but that it made 
no impression at all upon the people, as they knew 
it was a canard started by foreigners who are in- 
terested in creating prejudice against Americans. 


He declared that the Mexicans were just as glad to 
see Gen. Grant as the first time he came. They 
gave no public receptions for tworeasons. First, 
they could not afford to be giving big receptions 
so often, and, in the second place, Gen. Grant 
insisted that he was coming simply on busi- 
ness as a private citizen, and declined to 
allow any parade or expenditure of money 
on his account. There is not the slightest 
feeling of hostility toward the United States, 
Major De Gress says, neither among the common 
people, nor among the leading citizens. President 
Diaz continues to be the most popular man in 
Mexico, and he is deeply interested in the promo- 
tion of commercial relations with this country. 
Tne fact that the troops had been reinforced along 
the frontier was because they thought that pos- 
sibly, when the railroad building began, lawless 
characters would come into the country and that 
the presence of the military would have a restrain- 
ing influence upon them. It was not because the 
Mexican Government anticipated any trouble with 
the United States or were hostile to American 
enterprises. Major De Gress declares that the 
prejudice against Americans has broken down 
within the last two years asif by magic. His state- 
ments may be relied upon, ashe isa gentleman 
well known as an officer of artillery in Logan’s 
division in the late war, and he has been in busi- 
ness in Mexico selling arms and machinery for the 
past 15 years.

THE POPE'S PECULIARITIES. 
From the Pall Mall Gazette. 

His Holiness Pope Leo XIII. appears to be 
a decidedly enigmatical personage, if we may 
trust the account given of him by the Roman cor- 
respondent of the Cologne Gazette. The most 
striking fact about him so far appears to be the 
slight extent to which his character is known either 
by the faithful at large or by the inmates ot the 
Vatican. Every one knew how Pius IX. lived; his 
hours were all allotted beforehand, and the same 
duties always performed at the same moment. 
There is a total want of this regularity in his suc- 


cessor. He keeps late hours, and has sometimes 
been found by his servants at his desk in the early 
morning half dazed after writing through the 
night. He has all his meals served to him in the 
greatest privacy, is much more sparing of audi- 
ences than was Pius, and even his State 
Secretary and the Cardinals can only see 
him at irregular intervals. The great inno- 
vation he has made has been his partial super- 
session of the above-mentioned official, who under 
Pius IX. practically administered the affairs of the 
Papacy. He has set on foot a chancellery of his

more than the original cost of £23 each; so that a 
profit of not less than £4,750,000 has accrued upon 
the purchase. He was careful, moreover. to add 
that arrangements might be made for selling them, 
if it were deemed expedient. Of course, it requires 
little calculation to see that a stock which 13 years 
hence will enter upon the enjoyment of high divi- 
dends, while it in the meanwhile receives 5 per 
cent., punctually paid bythe Egyptian Govern-

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STEERING BALLOONS, 
From the London News. 

If a solution of the problem of aerial naviga- 
tion is ever to be found, it will} probably be in the 
devices of some modest inventor who is content to 
let the winds have their own way within certain 
reasonable limits, instead of seeking, as most aeros- 
tatic enthusiasts have done, to batfile their caprices 
by independent forces, Possibiy Col. Martin, a 
member of the ‘“‘ Balloon Society of Great Britain,” 
who has just published a pamphlet on this subject, 
may be destined to achieve this happy result; for he 
stands, we believe, almost alone among Professors 
of aerial navigationin making no pretense to do 
more than give to the motion of the balloona 
Slightly oblique direction equal to tacking within 
six points of the wind. This is to be achieved by 
the simple apparatus which he describes for con- 
centrating and directing part of the force of the 


air current at will on either side of the balloon, 


which at the same time is prevented from gyrating. 
The importance of ballooning in war is now gen- 
erally recognized; and it is clearly capabie of many 
valuable and solentific uses, including the aiding of 
researches in the Arctic and Antarctic regions, 
Col. Martin’s moderate cluims are therefore weil 
w of attemtion.

THE GRANITE STATE'S PEOPLE. 
CHANGING CHARACTER OF NEW-HAMPSHIRE’S 
POPULATION—THE FOREIGNER FAST 
SUPPLANTING THE YANKEE. 
From the Manchester (N. H.) Mirror, April 29. 

Our population is fast losing its old-fashioned 
American character. In the cities and villages of 
the State foreigners and the children of foreigners 
are constantly coming in to occupy the places once 
filled by pure-bred Americans, and to take nearly 
all the new places made by the extension of old in- 
dustries and the establishment of new ones. All 
the increase in the population of large places dur- 
ing the past 10 years is due directly to immigration. 
Even in the farming towns, where 20 years ago not 
a foreigner could be found, they are now plenty. 
The thrifty German, the industrious Irishman, and 
the contented Frenchman can live where a Yankee 
cannot, or thinks he cannot; and when the Yankee 
steps out the man from abroad steps in. This 


shifting of population has worked and is work- 
ing mighty changes in the beliefs and customs 
of communities. It has almost made the Catholic 
faith the leading one in some of our cities, and has 
introduced into Protestant churches forms and 
ceremonies that would have horrified the pious 
worshiper at the beginning of the century. It has 
banished from some neighborhoods the old rever- 
ence for the Sabbath and the old respect for many 
. New-England institutions. It has tinctured with 
liberalism—with rationalism, if you please—the 
most orthodox of creeds, It has put foreign 
dishes in the place of pork and beans, and 
lager beer and ale in the place of cider and 
New-England rum. It has introduced the 
European plan in many kinds of business 
and European habits in many households. It is 
true that what may be called American ideas still 
dominate the most of our duties and pleasures, 
but they are all greatly tempered by contact with 
those brought from abroad, and at the rate we are 
going it is only a question of time when one may 
hunt far and wide without finding a community in 
which the daily walk and talk of the people bears 
much of a Puritan impress. We are not finding 
fault with this, for to this influx of foreigners we 
must look for the salvation of our State. The 
original Yankee has been bred for brains until he 
has been bred out of the country where he 
originated. One, two, or three brainy, 
nervous, restless children satisfy in these days 
the maternal longings of a Yankee woman, 
and as soon as the children grow up they rush to 
great cities orgo West, and New-Hampshire loses 
them forever. To take their!places, or rather the 
places of their grandparents, we have got to have 
foreign brawn, foreign fecundity, foreign patience, 
frugality, and industry, or we shall have nothing. 
But while welcoming the foreigner we must not 
assume that he isan American. Itis all very nice 
to hold that an immigraut becomes thoroughly 
Americanized when he is naturalized, but it won't 
work in practice; and any plan for the education, 
the enlightenment, the moral or material advance- 
ment of New-Hampshire people that does not take 
into account the great change we have referred to 
above is sure to be faulty.

Paul Revere was the first representative of his 
family who came prominently before the public, 
and he himself would have been astonished if he 
had been told how prominent a figure he would be 
in poetry and history. A prosperous North End 
mechanic, quietly but energetically pushing his 
business interests, he had none of that military 
training which many Revolutionary leaders found 
of such eminent service, but he had an organizing 
brain, great judgment and courage, a determined 
will, unfailing energy, and remarkable exec- 
utive ability, He was a born leader of the peo- 
ple, and his influence was pervading, espe- 
cially among the mechanics and working men 
of Boston, with whom his popularity was immense. 
Mr. Revere was a silversmith by trade, and several 
Boston families have articles of his manufacture in 
their possession.

DARWIN ON VIVISEOTION.. 
EXPERIMENTS ON LIVING ANIMALS NECES 
SARY TO THE PROGRESS OF PHYSIOLOGI- 
CAL STUDY. 
From the London Times. 

The following letter has been addressed by 
Mr. Charles Darwin to Prof. Holmgren, of Upsala, 
in answer to a request for an expression of bis 
opinion on the question of the right to make exper- 
iments on living animals for scientific purposes 
a question which fs now being much discussed ig 
Sweden: 

Down, Beckennam, April 14, 1881. 

Dear Srm: In answer to your courteous letter oi 
April 7 I have no objection to express my opinion 
with respect to the right of experimenting on living 
animals. I use this latter expression as more cor- 
rect and comprehensive than that of vivisection. 
You are at liberty to make any use of this letter 
which you may think fit, but if published I should 
wish the whole to appear. I have all my life been 
a strong advocate for humanity to animals, and 
have done what I could in my writings 
to enforce this duty. Several years ago, 
when the agitation against physiologists com- 
menced in England, it was asserted that inhumani- 
ty was here practiced, and useless suffering caused 
to animals; and I was led to think that it might be 
advisab’e to have an act of Parliament on the sub- 
ject. I then took anactive part in trying to geta bill 
passed such as would have removed all just cause of 
complaint, and at the same time have left physiolo- 
gists free to pursue their researches—a bill very 
different from the act which has since been passed. 
It is right to add that the investigation of the mat- 
ter by a royal commission proved that the aceusa- 
tions made against our English physiologists weré 
false. From all that I have heard, however, I fear 
that in some parts of Europe little regard is paid 
to the sufferings of animals, and if this be the case 
i should be glad to hear of legislation against in- 
humanity in any such country. On the other hand. 
I know that physiology cannot possibly progress 
tT; by means of experiments on living animals, 
and I feel the deepest conviction that he who re- 
tards the progress of physiology commits a crime 
against mankind. Any one who remembers, as I 
can, the state of this science half a century ago 
must admit that it has made immense progress, 
and it is now progressing at an ever-increasing rate, 

What improvements in medical practice may 
be directly attributed to physiological research is a 
question which can be properly discussed only by 
those physiologists and medical practitioners who 
bave studied the history of their subjects; but, as 
far as I can learn, the benefits are already great. 
However this may be, no one, unless he is grossly 
ignorant of what science has done for mankind, 
can entertain any doubt of the incalculable benefits 
which will hereafter be derived from physiology, 
not only by man, but by the lower animals. Look, 
for instance, at Pasteur’s results in modifying the 
germs of the most malignant diseases, from which, 
as it happens, animals will in the first place receive 
more relief than man. Let it be remembered how 
many lives and what a fearful amount of suffering 
have been saved by the knowledge gained of para 
sitic worms through the experiments of Virchow 
and others on living animals. In the future every 
one will be astonished at the ingratitude shown, at 
least in England, to these benefactors of mankind, 
As for myself, permit me to assure you thati 
honor, and shall always honor, every one who ad: 
vances the noble science of physiology.

A LARGE DEFALCATION BY THE 
LATE BOOK-KEEPER. 
BUSINESS DONE IN A LOOSE WAY—BOOKS OF 


ACCOUNT NOT WRITTEN UP FOR MONTHS 


—COMMISSIONER VANDERPOEL’S FRANK 
ADMISSIONS. 

The first witness at the piers and docks in- 
vestigation yesterday was Dock Commissioner 
Jacob Vanderpoel. He testified that Mr. Inman. 
of the Inman Line, had sold Pier No. 44 North 
River to the Dock Commissioners for $200,000, 
The Inman Line wanted $250,000 for it, but three 
Commissioners of Appraisement—ex-Mayor Wick- 
ham, Louis Fitzgerald, and James Matthews—fixed 
the price as already stated, and received $1,000 
pach compensation. He didn’t know how long | 
they worked; it might haye been only one day: 
the whole time occupied was less than two months. 
The witness didn’t know that the Vermont Central 
Railroad and Steam-boat Line began to shed Pier 
No. 49 East River before they got their permit; 
didn’t know that the Captain of the Port wrote 
two letters—one stating that the pier was de- 
barred from shedding on account of its 
use by foreign vessels, and the other 


affirming directly the contrary. There had been a 
defalcation in the department to the amount of 
$15,000; William W. Burnham, the former head 
book-keeper, was the defaulter. The amount of 
the loss was equally divided between himself and 
Dommissioners Dimock and Westerveit. He (Van- 
Rerpoel) drew his check for $4,900 to cover 
is share of the deficit; didn’t know that 
he whole defaleation exceeded $33,000, and 
that there was an unpaid balance of 
over $18,000; didn’t know of any further moneys 
In the hands of the Corporation Counsel to meet 
the defalcation. The witness expressed surprise 
at finding himself credited on the books with 
having paid $10,452 of the defalcation; thought he 
And westervelt settled itallup. The money was 
stolen before he came in. Burnham enjoyed the 
vonfidence of the other Commissioners, Westervelt 
gaying of him: *“* The idea of casting suspicion on 
Mr. Burnham! Why, the Department couldn’t get 
along without him.’”’ He (Vanderpoel) was 
mot willing to go along with Burnham 
until his books were written up. Mr. Vanderpoel | 
dmitted that he was Treasurer of the board, 
mt said that neither he nor his colleagues ex- 
nmined the books, When Burnham left, the books 
hadn’t been written up in 18 months, but he, the 
Treasurer, didn’t know it. He didn’t know that 
the present cash-book hadn‘t been entered since 
October last,, or that the journai hadn’t been 
avritten up for the past quarter. 

At the opening of the afternoon session, Com- 
missioner Vanderpoel was shown the cash-book of 
the department, and again admitted that it hadn’t 
been written up forthree months, while many of 
the entries for January and December were in pen- 
cil, and largely incomplete. The last deposit was 
dated Jan. 11. None of the Commissioners had 
taken upon themselves to examine the book. He 
couldn't recollect the first name of the Secretary, 
Mr. Lynch. or what his salary was. lt wasn’t his 
(Lynch’s) business to look at the books; didn’t 
know whether Burnham wasin the habit of writ- 
{ng false entries in the books to cover his defalca- 
tions or not. Treasurer Vanderpoel continued: 
“J do not know whether the books are in proper 
vondition or not. There is nothingin the journal 
pince Jan. 81, 1881. Lon’t know whether the board 
got up quarterly statements or not, or whether the 
book-keeper presented any statement of the finan- 
pial affairs of the department or not. Don’t know 
whether he presented sucha statement last year or 
the year before iust. Mr. Dimock and myself are 
generally at tne board meetings. Dimock is Presi- 
dent. I can’t tell what shape the cash is in. 
We pay the book-keeper $2,500 a year. I don’t 
remember the exact figures; he has the only key 
bo the safe. We keep from $10,000 to $40,000 in the 
pafe: the book-keeperis not required to file any 
bonds that I know of. Asa merchant my practice 
was to strike a cash balance daily. Iam not able 
to say to-day what amount of money we have on 
band now. Iam not sure thereis a rent register 
kept, but presume there is. There is no safeguard 
to prevent the wharfingers from puting the money 
they receive. in their pockets. ;We have had 
no statement fromthe book-keeper or the Secre- | 
tary of the board for 18 months. Chandler H. | 
Loomis means the Union Dredging Company. I 
don’t think that either Mr. Dimock or myself ever | 
nudited the books.” 

Q.—What does your Secretary, Mr. Lynch, do? 
A.—That’s what I’d like to know. [Laughter.] 
He gets asalary, now I recollect, of $3,000. He 
writes up the slips presented to the board. We 
passed a resolution last Wednesday to have the 
cash-book written up, but I don’t know whether 
the order has been transmitted by the Secretary to 
the head book-keeper. Mr. Dickelis a sort of pri- | 
vate secretary to the Secretary. ([{Laughter.] | 
There are four other book-keepers who get from 
$1,500 to $2,500. 

Continuing, Mr. Vanderpoel said that proposals 
had been sent in by the Union Dredging Company 
todo certain work at 25 cents a yard, and six 
mouths ljater, in December, they received from the 
board a similar contract at 35 cents. Proposais 
jnad been made to the board by C. H, Loomis to do 
certain dredging at 25 cents per yard in May, 1879, 
and in December the same or similar contract was 
awarded to Loomis for 85 cents, 

The additional twenty-three-thousand-dollar de- 
falcation of Burnham, which came to light yester- 
day, was ingeniously covered up in page 298 of the 
fournal ledger of the department. The public were 
mever informed of the steal, but Mr. Westervelt, 
the Treasurer at tho time Burnham defaulted, 
caused to be prepared the following entry in the 
volume aforesaid:

The amount of money charged on books of depart- 

ent to Chamberlain, as Geposited with Jacob A.

$54,035 23; less amount shown by receipis to be in ex- 
cess of moneys charged as deposited from June, 1876, 
to March, 1877, $35,662 67; balance due, $18,372 59. 

The amount of Burnham's entire defalcation is 
*eckoned by Mr. Dewitt Cowdrey, the expert em- 
ployed by the committee to examine the depart- 
ments books,at $37,540, including the $14,000 and odd 
made up by the three Commissioners, $18,000 addi- 
tional stolen by Burnham and entered as paid to 
the City Chamberlain, and $4,000 which Burnham 
atole and did not account for in any way whatso- 
ever. He continued embezzling up to the very 
‘ast day, in June, 1878, that he remained in 
the office, when he pocketed some wharfage fees. 
Concerning the expert’s revelations and the admis- 
sions of Treasurer Vanderpoel, both Commission- 
ers present, viz., Laimbeer and Vanderpoel—ae- | 
clared after the meeting was adjourned that they 
had no knowledge whatever except that just aa- | 
duced by Chairman Williams from the testimony of | 
Expert Cowdrey. Mr. Laimbeer, who is the only 
Republican member of the board, and who entered 
ft in December last, said that he had re- 
peatedly attempted to effect reforms in the 
department’s methods of doing _ business, 
and in particular that he had offered 
resolutions doing away with the practice of paying 
favored employes to the extent of two weeks 
svages whenever they claimed to be sick, allowing 
them car fares for traveling about the City on their 
private business, permitting them to come and go 
as they pleased, run down to Coney Island for days 
together, and work as few or as many hours as 
they chose to. His colleagues had blocked every 
effort at reform or investigation, although he 
<Laimbeer) had been making them constantly. As 
for the Treasurer—Commissioner Vanderpoel—he 
seemed relieved after making a clean breast of it, 
and appeared rather glad than otherwise that the 
astonishing disclosures as to defalcations, negli- 
gence, &c., had come out at last. He said, “Iam 
gied of it.” Mr. Dimock. the President of the 
board, wes not present during the day, and Secre- 
tary Lynch only put in an appearance for a few 
minutes at 4 o’clock. 

The investigation into the department’s books and 
affairs will go on to-day at 10 o’clock.

FIVE YEARS FOR FLYNN. 


STOLEN. GOODS HE RECEIVED AND BOYS8 HE 
TAUGHT TO STEAL THEM. 

Michael Flynn, who kept a policy shop at 
Wo. 821 East Sixtieth-street, was placed on trial in 
the General Sessions Court yesterday for receiving 
stolen goods. In his possession when arrested last 
March were found 35 pawn tickets, represent- 
ing jewelry and wearing apparel stolen 
from the residences of various persons 
in the neighborhood of his shop. The 
plunder bad been pawned in eight different 


pawn Offices, the proprietors of which came for- 
ward and identified Flynn as the man who had 
oawned it. Three of Flynn’s youthful dupes, Wil- 
fam Corrigan, Joha Coakley, and Edward 
Vaughan, were also arrested. Vaughan, a lad of 
45, made a confession, in which he said that the 
boys of the neighborhood played policy in Fiynn’s 
place, and had been induced by him to steal in 
prder to procure money, he guaranteeing to dis- 
pose of the goods and protect them from punish- 
ment should they be caught. Yesterday the boys 
Corrigan and Coakley, both aged 17, pleaded 

ilty, and their parents made an urgent request 

at they be sent to the Elmira Reformatory. 
Coakley burst into tears and implored the court 
mot to send him to Elmira. ‘Send me to State 
prison, or anywhere,”’ he cried, “but don’t send 
me to Elmira.” Corrigan also begged to be kept 
from the Reformatory; but Mr. William F. Kint- 
ging, who represented their parents, urged the 
pourt to send them to the institution, and Judge 
Cowing ordered their commitment to Eimira. On 
reaching the prison pen, near which the boy Ed- 
ward Vaughan was waiting to be called to testify, 
Corrigan, with an oath, swore he would kill him, 
and, before the court officers could interfere, struck 
him a violent blow in the face. The youthful ruf- 
fan was speedily overpowered, and Vaughan took 
the witness stand to testify against Flynn, who was 
placed on trial on the specific charge of receiving 
the property stolen from the residence of Mr. 
John H. Stone. The jury promptly found Flynn 
guilty, and Judge Cowirg sentenced him to the 
fuli penalty—five years in State prison.

On motion of Mr. Henry C. Murphy, it was re- 
solved to appoint a committee of five, to consist of 
one from the Atlantic-Avenue Railroad Company, 
one from the Long Island Railroad Company, one 
from the Brighton Beach Railroad Company, one 
from the Brooklyn Rapid Transit Company, and one 
from the East River Bridge and Coney Isiand Com- 
pany, to confer as to the details of building the 
trunk line. Each of the companies will appoint 
their own revresentative.

The defencers.of the star route'ring seem 
to find as much; comfort as did ‘the Tweed 
Ring and their allies in repeating that the 
facts now being made public regarding their 
methods are not, in any sense,inews, and 
have all been published before inthe records 
of investigating committees of Congress and 
elsewhere. It is, unfortunately, true that 
the swindling which has gone4on with the 
connivance of the Contract Office of 
the Postal Department is a very 
old story—much older,; in * fact, than 
Gen. Brapy and his friends will care to ad- 
mit. Itis matter of record that a corrup- 
tion fund of $60,000 was raised by the ring 
contractors to defeat the ends of an investi- 
gation ordered by the House, of’ Representa. 
tives in 1872, and results show that they 
succeeded. The investigation. made in 1876 
by the House Committee-on Post Offices, 
and in whose report, as quoted in our Wash- 
ington dispatches, thes methods of the 
alar route gang were { very clearly out- 
lined, failed to secure#any action on the 
part of Congress or any retrenchment in the 
extravagant appropriations on which the ring 
grew rich. The facts elicited by thelast Con- 
gress equally failed to.bring home the need 
of prosecuting the associated swindlers or of 
refusing to furnish them with the facilities 
for further plunder. The corruption of 
public officers and Government contractors 
could not have flourished so long without 
auxiliary corruption in the House of Repre- 
sentatives.

Mr. Grorce C. Gornam seems desirous 
to find what he calls ‘“‘a deceat middle 
ground’”’ between “‘ bullying”’ the President 
and ‘‘toadying’’ to him.

Although the Arkansas . repudiationists 
‘vere beaten (on a technicality, they say) in 
the recent élection, they are not only hope- 
ful, but defiant. It is clear that'a majority 
of the Democracy of the State is'in favor of 
what is known as the Fishback amendment, 
which virtually repudisted.a large portion of 
the State indebtedness.’ According to a dis- 
patch from Little Rock, the Democratic op- 
ponents of the amendment,have proposed to 
the repudiation wing of the party a com- 
promise on the basis, of a call for a Consti- 
butional Conventicn, allowing to the repu- 
Giationists a reo’-ganization of the Demo- 
cratic State Cen’ral Committee. That sucha 
compromise sbould have been proposed is 
evidence of the weakness of the debt-paying 
wing. At , the last State election 64,497 
votes were-cast in favor of the repudiation 
amendmer.t and 41,049 againstit. But, as 
there wet'e about 4,000 votes short of ‘“‘a 
majority of the electors voting at such 
election’’'cast for the amendment, it lacked 
a constitutional majority. The Republi- 
dns, who;cast from 30,000 to 60,000, are 


solid against repudiation. The fight is in 
the Democratic Party, and there are proba- 
bilities that the Democrats may become di- 
vided on the debt issue, as they have been 
in Virginia and Tennessee.

The Tax Commission proposes to enter a 
timely protest against the eleventh section, 
interpolated by the joint committee in the 
bill taxing corporations on their franchises 
and business. This is the extraordinary 
provision making exemptions in favor of 
‘* street surface horse railroads,’’ and Judge 
Van Cort, on behalf of the commission, 
declares that aside from its merits or demer- 
its it has no proper place in this bill. The 
measure as a whole has nothing to 
do with the assessment of the capi- 
tal or property of corporations for 
local purposes. Its object is to raise 
a revenue for the State from franchises and 
business, and it treats all corporations com- 
ing within its purview with absolute equali- 
ty. This interpolated section not only de- 
stroys the consistency of its character, but, 
in the view of Judge Van Cort, it threatens 
the validity of the whole act. Whether, as 
he thinks, it would render all the provisions 
of the act invalid, or whether it would not, 
it is not merely out of place, but is wrong 
in principle and policy, and a disgrace to 
the committee that gave it countenance. 
That committee should make haste to rein- 
state itself in public confidence by discard- 
ing this eleventh section. 


Weare assured on behalf of the Committee 
of Twenty-one that, so far from a majority 
of their number being prepared to accept the 
compromise street-cleaning bill to be present- 
ed to the committee of conference, they are a 
unit infavor of the principles embodied in 
the Senate bill, and see no reason for ac- 
cepting any bill which does not vest the 
appointing power absolutely with the 
Mayor. On the other hand, we have the 
assurance of that active and versatile states- 
man, Mr. Joun J. O’Brien, who has been 
devoting a good deal of his valuable time 
to watching and prompting street-cleaning 
legislation at Albany, that there is no reason- 
able doubt that during next week the con- 
ference committee would agree on a bill 
which would give the needed relief to the 
people. A member of the Committee of 
Twenty-one has been credited with the au- 
thorship of the bill outlined by Mr. O’Brien, 
with, we believe, this difference, that 
the original draft contemplated the free ex- 
ercise by the Mayor of the appointing power, 
but subjected him to the restraining power 
of the Board of Health in making removals. 
In any case, it is some comfort to know 
that there are signs of a disposition to reach 
an agreement on a subject which the 
public are heartily sick of and which 
cannot be longer trifled with with- 
out grave peril to the health of 
the City. A little attention to Mr. 
O’Brien’s arguments about the inexpedi- 
ency of interfering with a preserve of Re- 
publican patronage which is apparently in 
the hands of a Tammany Democrat may 
serve to indicate the character of the petty 
office-mongering which certain Republican 
district leaders consider to be the chief end 
of party politics. 


IS GREENBACKISM DHAD? 

It might fairly be expected, after the result 
of the elections of last Fall, that the Green- 
back movement, as an independent force in 
politics, should be regarded as of very little 
account. But this is evidently not the view 
taken of it by the active leaders of the move- 
ment, who, in their organs and in public 
speech, express the utmost confidence that 
within the next four years they will be able 
to make their power distinctly felt. We 
may put to one side the inherent vigor which 
these gentlemen claim for their ideas, with 
which the American people have shown less 
sympathy the more clearly they have been 
stated; but there are certain incidental fea- 
tures of the political situation which do un- 
questionably give some plausibility to the 
sanguine predictions of the Greenbackers. 

The principal one of these is the gradual 
disintegration going on in the Democratic 
Party in the South, of which the proofs are 
accumulating. It is obvious that when this 
process reaches a certain point a third party 
will for the time being reap considerable ad- 
vantage. If there can be found in any State 
where discontent with Bourbon rule is ex- 
tensive a party with fairly popular profes- 
sions,. not too distinctly. connected; with 
the Republicanism of , other | days, 
one in which, while negroes - may 
participate, white men shall.be the chief 
managers, or evenone in which the question 


.of race shallenter slightly or not. at all, it 


will afford a very ready means of breaking 
up the old Democracy. Democrats can join 
it without incurring too surely the stigma of 
political apostasy. The specific purposes of

This was 
what happened in Virginia, where the Read- 
justers were really only Democratic muti- 
neers, whose views on the public credit were, 
in essence, very slightly different from those 
of the Bourbons. For purposes such 
as these the Greenback movement possesses 
some obvious advantages. Its ‘‘ principles’ 
are at once vague and attractive. Their 
adoption involves no definite responsibility, 
while they are capable of sufficiently elo- 
quent defense on the stump. Its constitu- 
tion excludes, or may be made to exclude, 
the element of race distinction, and, proper- 
ly managed, it may be made to secure the 
advantage of negro votes without the odium 
of such intimate alliance with the negro as 
is involved in a direct Republican move- 
ment. This class of facts will unquestion- 
ably have their weight in the South, where 
financial ideas are dim enough at best, and 
where even intelligent and sincere sound- 
money men have been found working heart- 
ily with the Greenbackers to break down the 
Bourbon despotism. 

Nor are the political possibilities of Green- 
backism confined to the South. There are 
districts and States in the North where the 
regular parties are very nearly evenly di- 
vided in which the third organization exer- 
cises great influence. It practically swal- 
lowed the Democratic Party in Maine and 
Indiana last Fall, and there were numerous 
Congress districts in which it dictated 
the nominations, and a considerable num- 
ber in which it won substantial advan- 
tages. It is by mo means impossible 
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that such opportunities will be more rather 
than less frequent before another Presiden- 
tial election comes around, and perhaps be- 
fore another Congressional election. In the 
North for the most part Greenbackism serves 
the same purpose to discontented Republi- 
cans that in the South it serves to disaffected 
Democrats, with this difference, that the dis- 
content to which it offers a convenient 
weapon is not so marked or directed against 
so general and severe a party despotism. 
The question which is of special interest to 
the believers in sound finance is, how far 
this movement, supported in part by recruits 
from both the old parties and partly by men 
who sincerely hold its ideas, can enforce 
those ideas in the legislation of the country. 

This is a question to which the answer is 
necessarily conditional. It depends very 
much upon what the financial situation of 
the Government may be at a time when 
the Greenbackers should reach sufficient 
strength, if they ever should, to determine 
legislation. Two facts make it impossible 
to look forward to such a contingency 
without some apprehension. One is that 
the Greenbackers and those who sympa- 
thize with them can fall back on the actual 
exercise of the Congressional right to au- 
thorize the issue of legal-tender paper cur- 
rency in time of no special emergency. 
The legal tenders now out are an 
awkward argument for the issue of 
more, which circumstances may make 
it extremely difficult to meet. The second 
fact is that the national bank charters are 
approaching their limitation; that the bank- 
notes now furnish the only paper currency 
open to no legal and constitutional objec- 
tions, and that the spirit of hostility to the 
banks has been very considerably encour- 
aged by the leaders of both the old parties. 
The Greenbackers, whose first and con- 
stant idea is war on the national banks, 
may find in these facts an amount of 
strength which they will not be slow to 
avail themselves of. ‘The considerations to 
which we have briefly called attention are 
such as deserve the careful study of our po- 
liticalleaders, They show that Greenbackism 
as an independent movement has a possible 
future that cannot safely be ignored, that 
forces are working silently, but steadily and 
constantly, in its favor which may have to 
be reckoned with by the time that another 
great national contest approaches. 


CRIME, NORTH AND SOUTH. 


During the present tedious and unprofita- 
ble debate in the Senate, Southern Senators 
have frequently reminded us that.criminal 
acts are committed in the North as well as 
in the South. This is what may be called a 
self-evident fact, and the reason for its state- 
ment would not be obvious if we were not 
reminded that Southern Senators are only 
endeavoring to rebut the evidence which is 
brought against their people, showing that 
violence and crime, more or less tinged 
with partisan malice, are too common in 
the Southern States. In a general way, it 
may be said that the grade of civilization in 
the late slave States is lower than in the free 
States. It cannot be expected that any 
‘true Southron’”’ will admit this. When 
an inmate of an asylum for the insane ad- 
mits that he is a lunatic, he gives signs of re- 
turning reason. Slavery was. barbarism, 
and not until this generation has passed 
away will the world see perfect moral and 
political illumination pervade the States in 
which African slavery lately existed under 
protection of law. 


- Itis thought tobe a complete answer to 
the laxity of public morals in the South to 
say that there are many violent crimes in 
the North. The other day, one Senator, 
who declared that he had long enough 
borne this reproach against his section of 
the country, quoted the recent tragic affair 
at Andover as showing that in so staid and 
conservative a State as Massachusetts there 
existed - precisely the same condition of 
things as in Mississippi. The Andover 
affair was melancholy. Two students at- 
tempted to break into a man’s house, in 
the middle .of the night, with plans 
of. robbery; and possible murder. One 
of these: burglars was killed by the 
threatened man, who defended himself 
with a rifle. And this incident was held to 
counterbalance the lynchings and homi- 
cides which are constantly taking place in 
the South... Whether the Andover case was 
quoted as one in which the offender was the 
burglarious student, or the frightened man 
who defended his own life by committing a 
homicide, it is not necessary now to inquire. 
The main fact is that a man was killed while 
committing a burglary, and that this proves 
that crime is not confined to any locality. , 
Unhappily, this last proposition is amply 
sustained. But there is a wide difference in 
the character of the crimes. 


Near Monroe, La., there was a quarrel, 
not long since, betwixt the family of Lupr- 
Lina and the family of MircuHnrer. The 
controversy arose from the fact that the 
LUDELINGS Were managing their plantation 
with colored laborers. There is a prejudice 
in that neighborhood against the employ- 
ment of colored farm laborers without the 
oversight of a white ‘‘ boss’’ or Superintend- 
ent. The LUDELINGS were under a ban be- 
cause they would not defer to the local and 
popular prejudice. The result of the trouble 
that ensued was that young LUDELING was 
murdered in a most wanton and cold-blood- 
ed manner by Mitcuner. There was a 
deep and ineradicable prejudice against the 
slain man. This grew out of the old slavery 
idea of the region. It was, therefore, a 
crime peculiar to the South. The murder 
was attended by many aggravating circum- 
stances, all of which showed that public 
opinion was against the murdered man. 
The slayer was tried, and the jury, after a 
deliberation of two hours anda half, brought 
in a verdict of ‘‘not guilty.”” We venture 
to say that this result would not have been 
reached in any Northern State. It was a 
typical Southern case. 

Senator Butter, of South Carolina, con- 
sumed the time of the Senate the other day 
with the reading of a long list of crimes 
committed in the State of Maine. This 
dark catalogue, he was careful to say, was 
made up of extracts from the Maine news- 
papers. It is perfectly true that there are 
men of blood and unbridled passions in 
Maine, as there are in South Carolina. But 
murder, arson, burglary, and other crim- 
inal offenses are punished in Maine 


much more frequently than in South Caro-. 


lina. And a fairindication of the difference 
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with which crime is regarded in one State 
and in the other may be cited from the 
newspapers. A homicide in the North is an 
event which attracts great attention, and is 
referred to with much emphasis. Two ob- 
scure lines of newspaper print often dispose 
of a kindred occurrence in the South. 


But, after all, as we have already intimat- 
ed, there is one feature of Southern crime 
which is absolutely and distinctively local. 
It is this distinction which is constantly 
referred to as a reproach against the South, 
&@ reproach against a region of country 
which refuses to accept the altered condi- 
tion of things. In many instances the 
crimes alluded to are chargeable directly 
to the prejudice which exists in 
many localities against colored people, 
and against those who maintain a friendly 
attitude toward colored people. When we 
add that many men have been murdered in 
the South because of their political opinions, 
we have sufficiently indicated the peculiarity 
of crime in the South as distinguished from 
crime in the North. Further than this, it is 
susceptible of proof that the few summary 
punishments for crime which are visited 
upon offenders in the South usually fall upon 
colored people. In South Carolina, lately, a 
colored woman who confessed to having 
fired the property of a white man was not 
allowed to wait the slow process of law. She 
was cruelly murdered by a mob of lynchers. 
Since when has incendiarism been a capital 
offense in South Carolina? Whendida Mas- 
sachusetts mob hang an incendiary? Crime 
is universal. It is more frequently punished 
by law in the North than ‘in the South. 
Political murders in the North are compara- 
tively unknown. Murders springing out of 
race hatreds are exclusively confined to the 
South. 


BURDENS OF AMERICAN SHIPPING. 


The most significant part of the articie 
by Mr. Jonn Roacu, the well-known ship- 
builder, which is published in the current 
number of the North American Review, is 
not that which bears against the policy of 
allowing the purchase of ships abroad, but 
that which sets forth the disadvantages under 
which ships owned by Americans would 
labor whether built abroad or at home. He 
claims that we can and should build our 
own ships, and expresses the belief that no 
nation can largely own and employ sea- 
going vessels unless it does build them; and 
he says that the reason we do not build them 
is simply because it would not be prof- 
itable to run them after they were 
built. The inference is inevitable that 
if we were at liberty to buy them 
in the cheapest market in the world 
there would be no inducement for the pur- 
chase. We paid last year $140,000,000 to 
foreign ship-owners for the carrying of pas- 
sengers, freight, and mails. For the last 
complete fiscal year the value of our exports 
and imports was more than $1,500,000,000. 
And yet our capitalists could take no profit- 
able part in the carrying trade to or from our 
own ports, no matter where and how 
ships might be had. During the war our 
ship-owners sold 600,000 tons of shipping to 
the Government and 801,345 tons to foreign- 
ers, and since the war 348,845 tons more 
have been disposed of for less than it would 
cost to replace it anywhere in the world, 
simply because it was not profitable to own 
it. We produce enormously of commodities 
that must find a market abroad, we pay vast 
sums to have them carried abroad and to 
have other commodities brought to our ports, 
and yet we cannot afford to own ships. 


Mr. Roacu says it 1s not because we cannot 
build ships in competition with England; 
but if we do not build them it is because we 
cannot profitably run them under the burdens 
which our laws impose upon the busi- 
ness. Ninety per cent. of the first cost 
of a ship is labor, and only 10 per cent. 
material. Labor is free, and can be im- 
ported without restriction, though for 
well-known reasons it rises in price 
the moment it reaches our shores. . But, 
nevertheless, we can build iron steam-ships 
at not more than 15 per cent, greater cost 
than they can be built for on the Clyde, and 
are making them at a cheaper rate than that 
at which they were made in England six 
to ten years ago. <A difference of 15 
per cent. in the cost of the original 
‘plant’? would not deter Americans 
from being. ship-owners if the _ busi- 
ness were profitable. A man -* whose 
‘‘plant’’ for manvfacturing purposes has 
cost him 15 per cent. more than that of a 
rival is under no permanent or serious dis- 
advantage if he can compete on equal terms 
after the first cost is incurred; but if there 
is any material discrimination against him 
in the cost of labor or material or in taxa- 
tion, his competition will be broken down 
though his ‘‘ plant’’ cost him nothing. 


What, then, is the real incubus that weighs 
upon the shipping interests of the United 
States? For one, there -is taxation. An 
English corporation with a capital of 
$2,000,000 invested in five steam-ships pays a 
tax of 1 percent. on net profits. If its net 
earnings in a year are 8 per cent. of its capi- 
tal, its tax will amount to $1,600. An Ameri- 
can corporation with the same capital in- 
vested in the same number of ships in New- 
York would pay about 24 per cent. on their 
value, or $50,000 per year in taxation, and 
it would make no difference whether ‘hey 
were earning 8 per cent. or earning noth- 
ing at all. The American company would 
be handicapped with $48,400 a year in 
taxes in competing with the English com- 
pany. Could it stand the discrimination? 
If there were such a discrimination between 
two English lines, say the Cunard and the 
Inman, would both survive? Besides this 
local tax there are exorbitant tonnage dues, 
consular fees, and pilot charges to: be con- 
sidered. On the other hand, there is 
the question of encouragement or dis- 
couragement by the Government in 
the shape of compensation for carry- 
ing the mails, Without any admissions 
as to the policy of granting liberal mail 
contracts as a virtual bounty or subsidy for 
the encouragement of steam-ship lines, the 
disadvantages of American ships in the 
ocean carrying trade may be pointed 
out. The statutes of the United States 
compel American vessels engaged in the 
foreign trade to carry the mails for a 
sea postage of 2 cents a letter. The re- 
sult last year was that 32 vessels, belonging 
to five lines, and traveling an aggregate of 
1,181,809 miles, received a total of $31,405 
for carrying the mails. At the same time. 
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five lines engaged in the coasting trade an 
carrying the mails by contract awarded to 
the lowest bidder, whose vessels traveled 
only 247,960 miles in the aggregate, were 
paid $142,706. In one case the compensation 
amounted to 24 cents and in the other to 574 
cents per mile traveled. Whether there is 
good ground for this discrimination against 
vessels engaged in trade to foreign ports is a 
legitimate inquiry, but when Mr. Roacw 
maintains that the British Government 
has built up and still maintains foreign 
steam-ship lines by payments amounting 
to $5,000,000 for mail service, he reopens 
an old controversy as to the facts into which 
it is not worth while to follow him. 


Mr. Roacn’s general position, as stated in 
his article, is this: It would be greatly to 
the advantage of the United States as a na- 
tion, in time of peace or in time of war, to 
be an owner and employer of shipping; to 
be such, it must be a builder of ships. It 
might prove a calamity any time 
to be dependent on Great Britain, as 
we practically are at present, for the 
means of carrying our commodities to 
foreign markets, and not less so to be de- 
pendent on her for the possession of ships; 
to be independent we must adopt a ship- 
building policy; natural resources and ad- 
vantages render us abundantly able to build 
our own ships, and we only need laws that 
shall put our merchants and our ship-own- 
ers on a footing of equality with those with 
whom they must compete in order to take 
our place ultimately at the head of ship- 
building and ship-owning nations. 


MISTAKES OF INSURANCE AGENTS. 


After a long and earnest struggle, con- 
ducted with such eminent courtesy and pro- 
priety of manner that its heat has been.barely 
perceptible, the courts of the country are 
generally espousing the side of the common 
people upon a question of considerable interest 
to them—how to deal with mistakes made by 
insurance agents in framing policies. The 
struggle has been between antique theory and 
the demands of progress; between the ad- 
vantages of a safe and convenient routine for 
insurance companies and the claims of practi- 
cal justice to unwary, trustful, or inexperi- 
enced customers. ‘The question has been many 
years in attaining its recent proportions and 
complexity. A large source of the profits of 
insurance business consists, as every one 
knows, in the feasibility of selling policies and 
receiving early premiums, im cases where, 
either because the insured does not keep up the 
contract by payment of premiums on his part, 
or because of some reserved or concealed 
ground of defense, the* company cannot 
ultimately be called upon to pay any loss, 
When it became evident to shrewd insurance 
men that there was a large margin of profit, 
scarcely visible to outsiders, arising from the 
premiums realized from lapsed or void poli- 
cies, insurance companies multiplied and 
waxed fat. Thisis nota just ground of com- 
plaint against the business or the companies. 
Honest insurance is worth, to those who need 
it, what it costs; any customer can secure the 
value of his purchase by seeing that his con- 
tract is correct, and by maintaining punctual 
payment of premiums. But the number of 
customers who fail to do one or other of these 
has been great. All that they paid was clear 
profit. Hence the companies eagerly extended 
their operations. They established ‘“ general 
agencies” in remote States, auxiliary to the 
home offices. From them “local agents” 
swarmed over the country seeking risks, as 
bees fly abroad in search of flowers. These 
local agents were paid by commissions on the 
contracts they brought in—a tenth, a quarter, 
a third of each premium received by the com- 
pany through their dealings. No doubt they 
were, in general, carefully selected, but it is 
not possible for the managers of a mere busi- 
ness corporation in New-York, Hartford, 
Philadelphia, Boston, to appoint several hun- 
dred agents to canvass for them all over the 
country, under the conditions of sharp compe- 
tition, and no pay except a share of what they 
collect, without drawing in many irresponsible, 
inconsiderate, unscrupulous, eager men. 


The routine has been, as every one knows, for 
the local agent to visit every neighbor who 
might by any possibility be persuaded to insure, 
and argue and coax until said neighbor would 
consent to ‘‘ make an application.’”’ The real 
‘* applying’’ has been done by the agent in be- 
half of the company, but the papers have been 
made to take the shape of an application, 
signed by the person to be insured, stating the 
facts as to the buildings, or the life, and hum- 
bly requesting that the company ‘vill be 
pleased to grant insuranceupon it. This ‘‘ ap- 
plication” was framed in the form of a-dozen 
or twenty questions, often complex, minute, 
and, to inexperienced view, scarcely important. 
The person to be insured—generally untrained 
in pen-and-ink work, and especially in the use 
of ‘* blank forms”—never knew how to fill in 
the answers to these questions. He naturally 
relied on the agent asserivener. The agent read- 
ily performed theservice. Now, as the agent’s 
fee depended altogether on his framing the an- 
swers so that the paper might be acceptable, 
at the moment, tothe applicant and to the 
company, and not. at all upon the ultimate va- 
lidity of the insurance; and as the tendency of 
any error or untruth in the answers would al- 
ways be torelease the company from obliga- 
tion, thus making it perfectly safe, because of 
its concealed right to dispute aloss if one 
should occur, for it to accept the proposal and 
the premium, pay the agent, and issue a pol- 
icy, itis plain that the situation tended very 
strongly to promote the making of ‘‘ mistakes” 
by insurance agents in filling applications. 
Accordingly, instances of such mistakes soon 
became frequent. Lawyers for policy-holders 
argued that their clients were not responsible 
for errorsof an agentof the company. To 
meet this view and throw the responsibility 
beyond question upon the insured, the compa- 
nies interwove inthe texture of their policies 
fine-print clauses saying that ‘* the application 
is a part of the policy ;’ ‘‘any untrue answer 
vitiates the insurance;’’ ‘‘no person shall be 
deemed agent of the company in filling an ap- 
plication.’”’ These little clauses were like the 
canker-worm in the ship’s bottom. To all ap- 
pearance the insured was sailing in a vessel 
stanch and strong. But when the storm 
came, behold !| it was a worm-riddled, unsea- 
worthy hulk. 

When policies of this sort began to be 
brought before the courts there was a differ- 
ence of opinion. The conservative view was 
that the courts could only enforce the papers 
as written. The progressive view was that 
some way must be found to protect insurers 
from business methods which might so easily 
degenerate into fraud. The discussion may be 
said to have culminated in two cases decided 
in New-Jersey and Mississippi three or four 
years ago. The facts were substantially alike, 
The company had commissioned an agent to 
solicit risks, and had furnished him with 
blanks. The insured supposed him to be in the 
service of the company, and had given him full 
and truthful information. The agent had 
written erroneous answers—whether intention- 
ally or by mistake—and the insured had signed 
the application thus filled because the agent 
told, bim ‘it was all rizht.” After the fire. lo 


and behold! the policy—which, take notice, 
the insured did not see until after the 
contract was closed—was found to contain 
these minute clauses, purporting to throw 
all the risk of untrue statements on 
the insured. And the company, on these 
clauses, refused payment. The New-Jersey 
court said, in effect, that this, though very un- 
just, could not be helped in that establishment ; 
that there was an eminently respectable dealer 
in Trenton called Chancellor, whose business 
it was to dispense justice—an article which 
mere courts of law are not expected to keep in 
stock. ‘rhis Chancellor could write the appli- 
cation and the policy anew according to 
Equity and the actual bargain of the parties. 
But until that should be done a cast-iron rule 
of Law forbids, when a contract in writing is 
produced, deperting from its language. An 
application and policy must be enforced as 
written. The Mississippi court pronounced 
the rule that parole evidence cannot be received 
to show that a mistake inthe application was 
made by the agent, not by the insured, to 
have become old-fashioned, and said: ‘‘We 
will take the evidence as to what the agent 
said and did; itis very true that we cannot, 
according to old rules, consider it if the insu- 
rance company objects, but we will not allow 
it to object; then there will be nothing to hin- 
der us from considering the true facts.” An in- 
surance company is estopped to dispute acts 
and declarations of its agents in inducing the 
public to fake out policies. Cases during the 
two or three subsequent years have been very 
numerous, presenting the same question in 
various aspects, both with regard to fire and 
to life insurance; and the decisions are over- 
whelmingly—nine in ten—in favor of the gen- 
eral public—that is to say, of the customers of 
the companies. States which think it conven- 
ient to try part of a controversy in one court 
held in one place and the other part in an- 
other court held somewhere else will for 
awhile adhere to the conservative doctrine, 
but the general view is becoming established 
to treat these mistakes of agents in negotiat- 
ing a policy according to the facts and justice 
of the case, without regard to conditions se- 
creted in the fine print. This doctrine, how- 
ever, applies only to persons who are in the 
first instance commissioned from the compa- 
nies, not to ‘‘insurance brokers.” These gen- 
tlemen do not claim any appointment or au- 
thority from the companies: they canvass 
till they obtain an application, then carry it 
to such company as they think best. The 
“agents” referred to are such as are author- 
ized and supplied with blanks by the compa- 
nies to canvass in their behalf, and who ap- 
proach applicants in that character. 


The opinion of the Attorney-General as to 
the power of the Postmaster-General over 
the money orders and registered letters ad- 
dressed to the Secretary of the Louisiana 
Lottery Company is an interesting paper. 
It shows how sweeping are the powers some- 
times conferred by Congress, and how vain 
are the sophistries by which they are 
sought to be confused when a clear 
mind undertakes the task of expound- 
ing them. The substance.cf Mr. Mac- 
VEAGH’s opinion is that the Postmaster- 
General may and should forbid delivery 
of money orders and registered letters to the 
representative of any lottery which he finds 
on evidence satisfactory to him to be fraud- 
ulent.. It makes no difference that the lot- 
tery is legalized in the State where its chief 
office is situated. ‘ It makes as little what 
may be the force of the evidence on which 
the Postmaster-General. acts, provided that 
it be satisfactory to him.: His judgment is 
final, and, once reached, it must determine 
his own action, without appeal as to fact or 
law. The course to be pursued by the Post- 
master-General in the case referred to the 
Attorney-General has not been announced. 


The obstacles of nature seem likely to fight 
for Tunis more effectually than the clumsy arms 
of the Kroumirs, or the Sultan’s insidious proposal 
to treat the Bey asa Turkish vassai, and depose 
him in favor of his brother. The utter desolation 
ofthe Kroumir territory, destitute alike of roads 
and wells, will be aformidable obstruction even to 
such a veteran soldier of the desert as Gen. Forex- 
moL, who has learned his work well as com- 
mandant of Biskra, the remotest but one of the 
French outposts in the Sahara. Even more bane- 
ful than the total want of water isthe influx into 
so many of the wells of a poisonous sand, which 
produces a fearful sore known as the “ Biskra 
boil,” breaking out inall parts of the body, but 
especially around the eyes. Few of those attacked 
by this horrible disease ever completely recover, 
and it has proved as fatal to the soldiers of the re- 
public asit did in 1852-3 to tne exiles of the Second 
Empire. 

The ridiculous Anti-treating :law recently 
enacted in Wisconsin is still being harped upon by 
the Democrats of that State, to the disadvantage, 
as they hope, of the Republicans. A number of 
the brewers of Milwaukee who feel themselves 
aggrieved by the enactment have also taken the 
matter -in hand, and talk = of organizing 
a@ new political party, which shall have for 
its cardinal principle an unqualified opposition to 
every sort of interference with what they call the 
personal liberty of the citizen. These gentlemen 
state that there are more than fifteen hundred men 
constantly employed in the Milwaukee breweries, 
that they work one thousand horses and as many 
drivers, that they buy from Wisconsin farmers 
three million bushels of grain and millions of 
pounds of hops annually, and that incident- 
ally they have in their employ hundreds of wagon- 
makers, carpenters, and painters. These facts 
are to be fully set forth at the brewers’ congress 
which is to meet at Chicagoon the 10th of next 
month, and it is hoped that some plan may be 
devised by which the majorities in State Legisla- 
tures may be made to see the importance of re- 
fusing to antagonize important interests by the 
passage of such measures as the Anti-treating bill. 
Meanwhile, as the law is admitted on all sides to 
be entirely inoperative, it is difficult to see why 
there should beso much commotion in regard to 
it. The whoie matter isso excessively stupid as to 
be unworthy of serious discussion.

Virginia is becoming famous’ for duels 
which are much talked about, but which never oc- 
cur. Still another affair of this kind has been added 
to the already long list. From the published cor- 
respondence of the parties most nearly interested 
it seems that Mr. Joun Jouns, Jr., a lawyer whose 
fame has not extended beyond his locality, wrote 
a long letter to Senator Cameron, of Penn- 
sylvania, telling some plain truths, and 
consequently saying many disagreeable things 
regarding the Bourbon Democrats of the 
old Dominion. Senator Cameron made this 
communication public by quoting from it in the 
Senate, and immediately the Richmond State, a 
sprightly little Bourbon newspaper, declared that 
its author was anything but a person of truth. 
This aroused‘the ire of Mr. J. Joumns, Jr., and he 
demanded to know the name of the man 
who had written the article abusing him. 
The author of the article without hesi- 
tation announced himself in the person of 
Mr. CHAMBERLAYNE, the editor of the paper. Then. 
Mr. Jonns became still more indignant, and wrote 
a letter in which he proposed to go to Washington 
to settle ‘the difficulty.” To this the editor re- 
plied very coolly and sensibly that he had no diffi- 
culty to settle, no time to go to Washington, and 
that if Mr. Jonns wanted to see him all he had to 
do was to call during office hours. Then Mr. 
Jouns became just a little incoherent, and 
wrote a very funny letter to the editor, 
in which he said: ‘Sir, there is ‘no use 
bandying words. The purport of my last note 
cannot be misunderstood. I do not propose to 
violate the Virginia law. Washington is but two 
hours’ ride. and you have a free pass. Is this plain 


enough?’ This note was an unfortunate one fot 
Lawyer Joun Joys, Jr. As 2 legal student he 
should have known that the penalties imposed by 
Article III. of the Virginia Constitution against duel- 
ing cannot be evaded by going outside 
the State to “settle a difficulty.” Ali the 
penalties under the law of Virginia are 
imposed upon all citizens who violate it, 
whether within or without the borders of the State. 
It is to be regretted that Mr. Jouns did not have 
the good sense to let the Bourbon editor have his 
say. By doing so he might have saved himseli 
from being ridiculous, and have spared what is 
called ‘the code in Virginia” from being again 
laughed at by all sensible men.

The description given in THE TIMES re 
cently of a method of printing photographs on 
canvas by means of the electric light raises some 
questions of curious interest to gptical experts, 
one of which ere long will, no doubt, by some in-« 
genious experimentalist, be reduced to a practical 
demonstration. It is a familiar fact in science 
that, while our standard photometers are suffi- 
ciently exact for practical purposes, they are 
not to be regarded as instruments of precision 
in the proper sense of that phrase. The 
standard candle, burning a given number of graing 
of oily matter per hour, insures very well the de- 
mand for a practical unit of illuminating power; 
but there is a variation even in such candles of 
from 5 to 10 per centum, which vitiates the ac- 
curacy of conclusions based upon them. The dif- 
ficulty that scientific men have discevered in the 
measurement of light is, indeed, one that it is not 
easy to overcome. The calor!meter, which was 
applied by Prof. Barker and Prof. Rotand to Mr. 
Epison’s lamps, simply shows in terms of 
heat the actual power generated by the 
arc; but it furnishes no means of measuring 
or computing the visualizing power of the light. 
So, again, by the use of plates or sections of papet 
covered or saturated with a sensitive solution, the 
chemical power of a gas-jet, a standard candle, or 
a voltaic arc can be accurately measured. But, 
having done this, the experimentalist is no nearer 
an accurate measurement of visualizing power 
than he was before. Indeed, no unit of visualizing 
power that will bear the test of scientific criticism 
has yet been established in using the various pho- 
tometers now employed by gas and electrt-; 
cal engineers,. and all that can be said 
in favor of the instruments is that 
they answer sufficiently well for practicaf 
purposes. The method of printing described tha 
other day suggests a unit which would prove prox« 
imately exact. Diffusing and subdividing a giver 
pencil of rays until their visualizing power is re’ 
duced to a given minimum of feebleness, by which 
objects can be barely defined to the average eye, 
the optical expert may establish a unit of visuali« 
zation, independent of the heat and chemical fac- 
tors, which, by the way, vary in their ratia 
to visualizing power and to each other. Aq 
measured by the calorimeter, a power of 
10,000 candles can be condensed within ag 
electric blaze no larger than a five-cent piece, 
but it is useless to say that this intense fame 
cannot be converted into practical illumination 
without such loss of force as to render the compe 
tition of electricity with gas for domestic purposef 
a matter of questionable economy. it is wonder 
ful, indeed, when experimentally tested, to whaf 
extent the light of a gas-jet of ordinary brightness 
can be subdivided and diffused without extin: 
guishing its power of defining objects to an aver- 
ageeye. It has been found by experiment that a 
pencil of rays from a gas-jet oune-thousandth of 
an inch in diameter may be expanded in the body 
of the microscope until itis an ineh in diameter, 
and be still capable of clearly defining to the aver 
age eye a colored corpuscle of human blood, 
This is equal to a diffusion of 1,000,000 
(1,000x1,000—1,000,000;) and if this can be done with 
gas-light, of what diffusion may not a similar pen- 
cil from an electric lamp be capable before its 
visualizing power is extinguished? By using such 
minute pencils and diffusing them until their visu. 
alizing power is reduced to a certain minimum, the 
optical expert possesses in the hints conveyed by 
photograph printing with the electric beam the 
clue to a more exact photometry than is feasible 
with existing instruments. And a photomete! 
based upon this principle would be neither cum 
brous, complicated, nor difficult of application.

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EVENTS IN THE METROPOLIS 


THK FRENCH OPERA COMPANY. 
SISSATISFIED SINGERS PREVENT A PER- 


FORMANCE LAST EVENING, 


A goodly number of people assembled in the 
dcademy of Music last evening, expecting to hear 
s performance of Verdi's “‘Aida” by the de Beau- 
plan Company. After considerable delay an 
spologetic gentleman announced that, owing to 


au unfortunate combination of circumstances 
pver which no one had any contro], the opera 
would not be performed, and such members of 
the audience as had invested any money in 
tickets were reimbursed at the box office. This 
pperation was, however, of brief duration, though 
every one was repaid. The audience quickly dis- 
persed, and the question among a throng of persons 
on Fourteenth-street was, ‘‘ What is the trouble?” 
At the stage entrance it was freely stated that the 
orchestra and chorus refused to give their services 
till their arrears of salary were paid, and would not 
receive the promises of the manager in lieu of pay. 
A representative of Tar Trmzs succeeded in finding 
M. de Beauplan at his hotel, and learned from him 
that the failure to give the opera was due to the 
flefection of Mlle. Delprato, M. Utto, and M. Jour- 
flan. He said that these three principal artists, to 
whom he was indebted for amonth’s salary, had 
violated their contracts with him, and hav- 
ing refused to sing were liable in dam- 
ages, which he intended to collect. Neither 
of the three had appeared at the theatre, and it 
was impossible to substitute another opera at such 
thort notice. M. de Beauplan further stated that 
he had spent his present supply of cash in paying 
the orchestra and chorus and subalterns, their 
needs being more pressing than those of the lead- 
ing members of the company, and that he thought 
it was no hardship for his principal artists to wait 
till the response was received to his telegram to 
Paris for money to satisfy their demands. He 
further stated that notwithstanding this unfortu- 
nate contretemps, he did not anticipate a failure 
to carry out his engagements for the season, that 


he was expecting a remittance from Paris in time 
to satisfy his rebeliious artists, and to give the 
performances announced for the afternoon and 
evening. 

Mr. Ferry, the Treasurer, said the house was one 
of the largest he had seen this season. Not only 
were the boxes and dress circle well filled, but 
**there was at least $100 in the family cir- 
cle.’ The orchestra was, he said, in its 
place, and most of the members of the 
company were dressed in readiness for their parts, 
when Messrs. Utto and Jourdan sent word that they 
would not appear. In other words, they ‘‘struck’’ 
for their salaries. M. de Beauplan attempted to 
reason with them, but they would listen to no ar- 

ument which was not accompanied by money. 
“inally, M. de Beauplan told them he would pay 
them their salaries, but they then said: ** Oh, we 
are sick, and do not want to play to-night.” 
It was then past 8 o'clock, and the 
opera should have been begun at = 7:20. 
There was therefore no alternative 
but to send the audience home and put out the 
lights. Mr. Armand, at the request of M. de Beau- 
pian, then stepped to the footlights and informed 
the audience that owing to the sudden illness of 
two of the members of the company the opera 
could not be presented, and that they might ex- 
change their checks for money at the box-office or 
retain them and they would be recegnized at 
either performance to-day. As many of the per- 
sons in the gallery had been admitted on “bill 
board” passes a good deal of money was unavoid- 
ebiy paid out to persons who were not entitled to it. 

M. Tagliapietra said that the company had been 

laying to bad business for some time previous to 
ts arrival in this City. In New-Orleans the theatre 
was crowded every night and everybody was 
happy. The salaries of the members of the com- 
pany were regularly rs and M. de Beauplan en- 
tertained them with a ball and supper be- 
fore their departure. After the company 
Jeft Cincinnati the audiences were not so large and 
business was poor. Eyen in Brooklyn the 
company did not receive the support which it ex- 

ected, and the salaries began to run behind. 

here are 154 persons on the salary-list he said, and 
{t was no easy matterto find ready money for them 
promptly. Most of the members, however, had 
undoubted confidence in the honor of M. de 
Beauplan, and they trusted to his promises to 
make good all deficiencies in their salaries from 
the receipts in this City, 
, Agentleman connected with the company said 
to a Times reporter that there was absolutely no 
truth whatever in the stories current reflecting 
‘upon the financial status of thecompany. * The 
truth and the whole truth is that these two pesky

Nothing was even in- 
timated as to unpaid salaries.” 

“But is it not true that the salaries of the singers 
are in arrears?’ asked the reporter. ‘* Yes, some- 
thing is due.” 

**How much?” 

‘Well, that would be difficult to state,’’ was the 
reply, which M. de Beauplan, standing near, inter- 
rupted by saying that $1,000 was due to M. Utto 
and $1,000 to M. Jourdan.

CHANGES AT THE UNIVERSITY. : 
ONE DEPARTMENT VIRTUALLY ABANDONED 
—STRONG OPPOSITION TO THE CHANGE. 
Action has been taken by the University of 
the City of New-York which virtually abol- 
lshes the academic department, or, in more 
>xact terms, suspends the several under- 
graduate courses indefinitely. The meet- 
mg of the council, at which the resolution 
was carried, took place on Tuesday evening. 
The subject was brought up by a financial report 
made by the Treasurer, Mr. Morris K. Jesup, some 
two months ago, showing the inadequacy of the 
meome of the institution—about $20,000 per 


aAnnum—to maintain the department suc- 
cessfully, and the necessity for immediate ac- 
tion. A committee was appointed in Febru- 
ary last to consider the advisability of 
suspension. It reported in favor of it at a meet- 
ing held about the middle of last month. A pro- 
test from the Academic Faculty was signed 
by the following gentlemen: E. . dohn- 
son, Professor of Latin; John W. Draper, 
Professor of Chemistry; Benjamin N. 
Martin, Prefessor of Psychology and Logic; Rich- 
ard H. Bull, Professor of Civil Engineering; Henry 
M. Baird. Professor of Greek: George W. Coak- 
ley, Professor of Mathematics and Astron- 
omy; Henry Draper, Adjunct Professor of 
Chemistry and Natural History; Charles Carroll, 
Professor of French and German; John J. Steven- 
son, Professor of Geology; Arthur Spielman, Ad- 
— Professor of Civil Engineering, and Charles 

. Brush, Adjunct Professor of Civil Engineering, 
whom the recent action of the vouncil retires from 
service. Prof. H. P. Mott did not sign the docu- 


nent. 

In this protest it was urged that the proposed 
juspension was unjust and illegal, and would in- 
rolve controversy and litigation, because the funds 
expended in the maintenance of these Professor- 
thips were provided or bequeathed for that pur- 
pose and no other, and could not be legally diverted 
'rom it. It was further said that the proposed step 
was unnecessary and uncalled for, and that, while 
she means of the institution were not as ample as 
could be wished, they were adequate to the 
prosecution of the work in a respectable and 
satisfactory manner. They recalled to the mem- 
bers of the Council that several years ago the fail- 
nre of the New-Jersey Central Railroad involved 
tbe funds Of the university to a large extent, and 
‘ed to the rumor that it must inevitably suspend 
lor want of currentincome. The next year (1877) 
she number of students fell abruptly to a little over 
100; but in 1878, this impression having been cor- 
rected, there were only two undergraduatess less 
than in 1876. The protest proved effectual in de- 
ferring final action for a few weeks; but on Tuesday 
evening, by a vote of 9 to 8 only 17 of the 37 
members of the Council being present, the report 
of the committee was adopted in one of the most 
excited meetings that ever occurred within the 
walls of the grim old building. The resolution pro- 
vided fora continuance of the salaries of the re- 
tiring Faculties until Jan. 1, 1882, and for a fund of 
$5,000 per year to be disbursed in pensions to the 
euperannuated. 

It is not probable that the question will be per- 
mitted to rest without another conflict. Prof. 
Henry Draper said yesterday that he regarded 
the action of the Council as illegal and 
the result of an intrigue, conceived and 
promoted by the Medical Department, aided 
aud abetted by Dr. Crosby, to obtain possession of 
the funds of the institution and establish a few 
pore sinecure Professorships. He intimated that 

r. Crosby had jalways appeared to be inimical to 
the success of the undergraduate depart- 
ment, to whose Professors the university was in- 

jebted for whatever celebrity it had “eo It 
was here that his father, Prof. John W. Draper. 
sxecuted the first paatogreeh ever taken, and 
Prof. Morse conducted those electrical investiga- 
tions that ended in the perfection of the telegraph. 
Dr. Crosby said Prof. Draper was doing him grave 
injustice in assuming that he had _ promoted 
she movement to abolish the academic department. 
Some years ago, in view of tne reduced num- 
ser of students and the want of funds, he co-op- 
erated with Prof. John W. Draper in bringing before 
the Council a proposal to suspend the undergradu- 
ate department and establish in its stead a scien- 
tific school; but that body rejected the idea, and 
since then he had taken no active part in any move- 
ment tending to radical alterations in the form and 
policy of the institution. He regarded the step just 
taken es a necessary one, but had not actively par- 
ticipated in bringing it about. 

Dr. D. B. St. John Roosa, who was a member of 
the committee, (com d in addition of John 
Taylor Johnston, Morris K. Jesup, D. Willis Jame 
Dr. James H. Anderson. and George H. Moore, 
said that the number of students in the depart- 
ment had fallen within a year or two from 120 to 
2, and there was really no vroapect of successful 


Soutien with Columbia College and the Coliege 
of the City of New-York in purely academical 
training. yhen Dr. Crosby took the helm $250,000 
was piedged to him as an addition to the endow- 
ment funda by the Council. The money was never 
paid in, however, although its interest was paid 
for several years, and, finally, the new Chancellor 
lost interest in the work. The department had 
been running down gradually under Dr. Ferris, 
owing to aetive competition, before the office was 
accepted by Dr. Crosby, and during the last 
five years, while Columbia had increased from 
150 to 225 students, the university had decreased 
from 150 to 72, which was not a very encouraging 
exhibit. Dr. Roosa spoke very hopefully of the 
future of the law and medical departments under 
the now Sfrangement, which was the first step to- 
ward the establishment of a real university. He 
had no fear that the action of the Courcil would 
be reversed, as he was sure of five more votes in 
case of a movement to reconsier.

THE CARPENTER COMPROMISE. 
WHAT I8 THOUGHT OF IT BY ITS FRIENDS 


AND OPPONENTS, 


A well-known citizen, who has taken a very 


active part in the movement to secure a prompt 
and thorough cleaning of the streets, was called 
on last evening by a Times reporter, with a re- 
quest that he express his views as to the effect and 
results of the Carpenter compromise offered to the 
Legislative Conference Committee. He declined 
to permit the use of his name, and said he 
was very busy and could only summarize his views. 
He had read the’editorial reference to the compro- 
mise bill in yesterday’s Timzs, and was diamet- 
rically opposed to such a measure. He was in fa- 
vor of one-man power as applied to the appoint- 
ment of a Street-cleaning Superintendent by the 
Mayor, and strongly opposed to dividing the re- 
sponsibility of this appointing power. Much of the 
rascality of Tweed’s time was due solely to this 
division of r ‘ponsibilities. The Mayor, after all 
the stir which had been created by the condition of 
the streets, would not dare to appoint an indiffer- 
ent man, He felt positive the appointment would 
be a first-class one. As a check for 
the future, however, to prevent a_ thor- 
oughly competent Superintendent from being 
ousted by trickery or for political reasons, he was 
not opposed to investing the Board of Health with 
some power in the premises. As to the appointing 
power. however, there should be no division of re- 
sponsibility with the Mayor. Let him shoulder the 
consequences of his own acts. Let there be no 
one to share them with him. 

_ dJobn J. O’Brien, Chief of the Bureau of Elections, 
is an active Republican of the Eighth Assombly 
District. He has been much in Albany lately in re- 
gard to Municipal legislation, and takes a deep in- 
terest in the efforts being made to frame a stroet- 
cleaning bill. Hexaid last night toa Times reporter 
that the latest conferences in Albany on the subject 
left no reasonable doubt that within the coming 
week the Senate and Assembly joint conference 
committees would concur in a bill that would give 
the needed relief to the people. The proposition 
made by Assemblyman Carpenter in the last 
conference committee meeting was that the 
Mayor should nominate a Street-cleaning 
Commissioner to the Board of Health. 
and if, after three batlots were taken 
the board failed to confirm, then two members of 
the board should be sufficient to confirm. Power 
to remove the Commissioners was to be given to the 
Mayor, subject to the concurrence of the Health 
Board, The Superintendent or Commissioner to 
be appointed under this plan is to be vested 
with power to make contracts for the sweep- 
ing of the streets for a term not exceeding 
two years, and for the removal of refuse for a 
period of not more than five years. All con- 
tracts are to be publicly advertised. and pro- 
posals invited as is the case with other 
City contracts. The appropriation for scows and 
the “ piant’’ necessary forthe work is to be limited 


‘to $250,000, and all appropriations for the Depart- 


ment of Street-cleaning are to be made by the 
the Board of Estimate and Apportionment, 
as is done in respect to the other 
City departments. The employes of the department 
are to be uniformed or required to wear.a badge 
when on duty to distinguish them and prevent 
idling. Newly fallen snow only is to be removed 
from the principal thoroughfares. These, Mr. 
O’Brien said, are the leading features of Mr. Car- 
penter’s proposition made on Thursday night to 
the conference committee. 

In speaking generally of the measure, Mr. O’Brien 
said there was no doubt of the fact that the Police 
Commissioners were anxious to be rid of the duty 
of street-cleaning, and that it should never 
have been imposed on them in the beginning. 
All he personally desired was that, what- 
ever of political power there was to be 
exerted through the street-cleaning should not be 
turned over absolutely to the Democracy. So far 
as the Republicans were concerned, the street- 
cleaning service was the only important 
source of Municipal patronage - held by 
them. The party had lately made great gains 
in this and other cities, and the Democracy was 

aralyzed almost by those gains. This whole fight, 
both so far as the Mayor and the proceedings be- 
fore the Grand Jury were involved, was a 
smart piece of Democratic political engineering. 
It was the Anti-Tammarny Irving Hall crowd trying 
first to break Nichols in the Police Board. so as to 
strike Tammany, and next to strike the Republi- 
cans by removing Commissioners French and Ma- 
son, in which event the Mayor would have powerto 
fill their places absolutely, without confirmation, 
for nearly full terms, He did want to see the 
streets cleaned and the City’s health secured, and 
that would yet be done by Republican legislation, 
but he did not want to see the Republicans consent 
voluntarily to being shorn of their well-earned 
and well-deserved gains. 

John E. Brodsky, the Republican Assemblyman of 
the Eighth District, was in the City last ‘night. He 
said to a mes reporter that the outline of the 
Carpenter proposition above given by Mr. 
O’Brien was_ correct. He, Mr. Brodsky, is a 
member of the joint conference committee, and 
he said that he also had submitted a proposition 
for concurrence, providing that the Governor ma 
appoint a street-cleaning commission, by an 
with the advice and consent of the Senate, 
if it be in session, or absolutely it 
the Senate be adjourned before’ the 
time is reached. He proposed that the Commis- 
sioners should hold office for three years. The 
idea seemed novel to have the Governor appoint a 
purely Municipal officer, but he had the highest au- 
thority in the State for saying that such an ap- 
pointment would be perfectly constitutional. e 
would fayor having three Commissioners, but if the 
friends of the single-headed commission idea were 
persistent as to that matter he would not oppose a 
single Commissioner. 

Mr. Brodsky said the idea of his not beingin 
favor of cleaning the streets was all bosh. What 
he was opposed to was giving to any one person 
the power and patronage which the ‘'Citizens’ bill’ 

roposed to give to the Mayor, and especiallv to a

CROP PROSPECTS IN THE WEST. 
CINCINNATI, April 29.—The Times-Star to- 
day publishes a report of the crop prospects col- 
lected directly from the farmers and grain-dealers 
from all parts of the country, the result of which is 
about as follows: In Ohio there is a large acreage 
of wheat and encouraging prospects. The tobacco 


plants are advancing finely. Fruit is variously re- 
ported; peach-buds in some places are partially, 


‘and in others totally, killed. In Kentucky there 


is a poor promise for wheat and a good prospect 
for fruit. The Indiana wheat prospect is encourag- 
ing, except in Southern [ndiana. Barley is a total 
failure. Corn-planting has commenced in the 
southern counties. In Arkansas and Texas the 
season is cold and late. Peaches are a failure; 
early corn was injured by excessive rains; and 
there is a reduced acreage of cotton, Peaches in 
West Virginia are killed, and the late wet weather 
has been unfavorable to the other crops.

WOMEN WANTONLY SHOT 


ONE BY HER BROTHER, ANOTHER 
BY HER HUSBAND. 
EACH FIRES THREE TIMES—THE SISTER 


LIKELY TO DIE—HER ANTE-MORTEM’ 


STATEMENT—FRENZY OF THE HUSBAND, 


WHO IS A COLORED MAN. 

An officer brought before Superintendent 
Walling yesterday afternoon Wiiliam McIntosh, 
aged 26, whom he charged with shooting, at No. 
240 West Thirty-third-street, his sister, Mrs Louise 
E. Harvey, widow of Thomas Harvey, a contracter. 
The officer said that about 12:45 P, M. three pistol- 
shots were heard in the house, and the prisoner 
ran into the street, where he was captured. The 
woman was taken to St. Vincent’s Hospitai, and 
Superintendent Walling ordered the officer to take 
his prisoner to a Police Court immediately. Ac- 
cordingly, he went before Justice Flammer, at 
Jefferson Market. There McIntosh, who isaslim 
man with hectic cheeks, well dressed, but vulgar in 
address and language, said he had no knowledge 
of the circumstances which attended the shooting, 
although he remembered that some pistol-shots 
were fired by him at his sister. He was committed 
to await the result of her injuries. McIntosh was 
not only willing, but anxious to talk about the affair. 
His father, he said, was a weaver, who died in 
1860, and at that time had a factory in Sixteenth- 
street, between Seventh and Eighth avenues. He 
left six children, George, a truckman, who is dead; 
the wounded woman; the prisoner: John, who 


lives in East. Forty-sixth-street; Mrs. Anderson, 
wite of a hardware merchant, and Mrs, Emma 
Smith, wife of a ship chandler. The father’s 
estate was. valued at $300,000, and ‘was 
shared by his children. Six years ago 
William’ married ;Josephine O’Donnell, and 
had by her a daughter. Two years and a 
half ago, he was legaily separated from her be- 
cause she was a drunkard, and she now livesin 
Thirty-second-street, between Ninth and Tenth 
avenues, with her child. During the trouble with 
his wife he assigned an interest worth from $8,000 
to $11,000 to his sister Louise, it being understood, 
ashe says, that the sum was to revert to him 
whenever he claimed it. Shortly after the 
assignment William went to live with bis sister, 
who owned the house she lived in, and who 
derived an income from the remainder of her pat- 
rimony. William before this had kept a liquor 
store at Twenty-fifth-street and Seventh-avenue. 
He says he made money there and in stock trans- 
actious in Wall-street, but that recently his fortune 
had become reduced to a few hundred dollars, 
and he has often asked his sister Louise 
to act honorably in respect to the sum 
which he made over to her. The Police know 
little of what occurred in the house yesterday. 
Four pistol-shots were heard; William fled from 
the ghouse, and was arrested, and his sister was 
found wounded in the abdomen, the back, and the 
thigh. She was taken to the — and hardly 
had she been placed in a cot when William was 
brought face to face with her. She identified him 
as the man who shot her, and, as he was leaving 
the room she called to him. He rushed to her 
side and knelt by the cot, when shesaid: ** William, 
I forgive you for this, although I think you have 
killed me This all comes of bad acquaintances,and I 
pray to God that He may wean you of thesé associa- 
tions.”” He kissed ber and passed out of the ward. 
Later in the afternoon McIntosh, in a hospital 
cell, at the Jefferson Market Court prison, said: 
“Tf you'll tell me howit occurred I'll tell you, for 
Idon’t know. All I know is that I’d asked her 
for my money at least a dozen times, and my idea 
was that she was bound in honor to give it to me. 
I asked her for it to-day, and the best she 
could do for me was to call a_ police- 
man. Then I shot her. I meant to shoot 
her, and Ill abide by the consequences, 
if I’ve to hang or to rot in prison. Anyway, 
they’ve got to hurry up, for I’ve not more then six 
weeks to live, as I bleed from the lungs, and here’s 
my medicine, [producing a bottle of chlorodym.] 
When I shot her I meant business, but now I’m 
sorry; but being sorry doesn’t help her a bit.” 
Coroner Knox took Mrs. Harvey’s ante-mortem 
statement. She said: “I believe that I am about 
to die, but Ihope to recover. I came to my in- 
juries in this way: Between 12 and1P. M,, April 
29, 1 was at homein my back parlor writing a letter, 
when my brother William came in. I said ‘good 
morning,’ or ‘how are you,’ or ‘are you 
sober this morning? He said ‘Don’t say too much 
to me.’ Before this I had upbraided him for asking 
me fora woman whom I suspected he was living 
with. That was last evening. She is not his wife. 
And he then said ‘Don’t say too much to me.” I 
said I would call an officer, or what amounted to 
that, as Lapprehended trouble. I got up and went 
to the centre door between the parlors. He was 
talxing all the time. I was very near my bedroom 
door. He was about six feet from me when he fired 
at me. I did not see the pistol, but lsaw smoke com- 
ing from hishand. Ithink 1 got that shot in myside. 
Iran down the basement stairs, when he fired at 
me again, to the best of my knowledge and belief. 
I was down by the front basement window when 
he tired at me for the third time; I dropped to the 
floor and found the power of my limbs leaving me. 
I had been screaming before that. My servant, 
Lydia, came to my relief. Neighbors had come, 
Mrs. Kruger and her husband. I identify my 
brother as the person who shot me. The trouble 
has been that he is addicted to drink. He has con- 
stantly extorted money from me. He was not 
sober this morning.’”’ The Police of the Twenty- 
second Precinct remember the prisoner as a man 
wno, three years ago, was arrested in their district 
for abusing his wife, and attempting to kick her in 
the Forty-seventh-street station-house and threat- 
ening to shoot her. Last night Mrs. Harvey's con- 
dition was pronounced hopeless. 

John R. Cortwright, a colored cook, about 32 
years of age, and employed on the steam-boat 
Bristol, made an unsuccessful attempt yesterday 
afternoon to murder his wife, Susan. Although he 
shot her three times witha revolver, none of the 
wounds {s of aserious nature. The Cortwrights 
have been married a little over two years, she hav- 
ing been a widow, and having had one child by 
ber first husband. They went to live with the 
wife’s mother, at No. 151 West Twenty-sixth- 
street, where they occupied apartments on the 
third floor. Their married life proved unhappy, 
owing, as was claimed by Cortwright, to the inter- 
ference of his mother-in-law. Frequent quarrels 
occurred between him and his wife, ending in a 
separation nearly two weeks ago. He was told to 
leave the house, and did so, saying he would never 
return. But he subsequently made several efforts 
toinduce his wife to leave her mother and live 
with him, but always failed. He offered to 
live with her as before. but she would not permit 
him to do so. Yesterday at 1:30 0’clock he called at 
the house, sending a little boy up to ask her to 
come down and see him. She came down and met 
her husband in the hallway, near the front door. 
He asked if she nad made up her mind to live with 
him, and she replied that she did not wish to 
have anything further to do with him. He 
then drew a revolver from his hip pocket 
and began to fire. upon her, At the 
signt . of the pistol she threw’ up her 
left arm to-screen her head, and the first shot took 
effect under the armpit. Asshe dropped her arm 
Cortwright fired again, and the bullet entered the 
part of the arm above the elbow. She then at- 
tempted to escape, but ber husband followed, 
seized her by the: neck, and drew her close to his 
side. Pressing the muzzle of the pistol to her 
left side, he fired a third shot. The bul- 
let passed downward and struck against the 
eighth rib, from which it glanced off. Her 
clothing took fire from the powder, and as she 
screamed for help her husband turned and escaped, 
The neigbors, attracted by the woman’s screams, 
ran to her assistance. The fire being extinguished, 
they carried her up stairs, where it was learned 
that the wounds were not of a dangereus nature. 
The Police have a description of Cortwright, and 
are looking for him.

THE CHARGES AGAINST THE Po. 
LICH COMMISSIONERS. 
GONTINUATION OF THE TRIAL BEFORE THE 

MAYOR—FURTHER TESTIMONY AS TO 

THE DIRTY STREETS—OBJECTIONS BY 

COUNSEL. 
* The investigation of the:charges against Po- 
fice Commissioners French, Mason, and Nichols 
was continued by Mayor Grace yesterday. The 
first witness called was William H. McCorkle, who 
bad been examined before, and was cross-exam- 
inea by Mr. Bliss. He said that he began his ex- 
plorations of the streets on the 13thor 14th of 
March. He was out of employment, and was told 
to go to the Mayor's office by E. J. Knight, the li- 
brarian of the Supreme Court. He saw Mr. 
Ivins, the Mayor’s secretary, who sent him 
put to examine the streets, and after his 
report was made he received pay for 18 days at the 
rate of $4perday. Since then he had worked a 
Yew days for acompensation of $3perday. He 
was engaged by the Street-cleaning Department 
from the time the Police Board first took charge of 
the work until Feb. 2, when he was discharged by 
Capt. Williams, who told him that it was on ac- 
rount of a necessary reduction of his force. He 
saw men cleaning the streets during the explora- 
tions which he made for the Mayor. John J. Mo- 
yan was recalled, and cross-examined by Mr. Bliss. 
Before being engaged in the Street-cleaning Bureau 


he had kept several liquor saloons. His monthly 
4 weekly reports as foreman in the Street-clean- 
ng Bureau were sworn to. -His pay-roll forthe 
month ending March 31, 1878, wasshown him and he 
identified his signature. Mr. Bliss announced that 
this was the last pay-roll before witness left the de- 
partment, which was before Commissioners French 
and Mason,were appointed to office. In the roll 
appears the name of James Leroy, credited with 
260 hours’ work and $52, and Edward Lord. with 
264 hours’ work and $52 80. Attached to it is the 
oath, signed by Moran, certifying that the labor 
specified had been actually performed. The wit- 
ness testified on Monday last that he had put the 
numes of these men on his pay-rolls under instruc- 
tions, and that they did no work whatever. Moran 
Baid that the charges which he made against 
Geoghegan were investigated, but he did not know 
that they were found to be without foundation. 
He did not make them because Geoghegan had 
complained of him. The charges were investi- 
gated in a private room at Police Head-quarters, 
and the evidence was all taken by stenographers. 

“If you should be confronted with the statement 
pf allthe stenographers at Police Head-quarters 
that no such examination as you describe ever took 
place, what would you say?” asked Mr. Bliss. 

, “TI would say it was false,” was the prompt an- 
EWer. ‘‘I swore before the Grand Jury that I had 
placed the names of men who did no work on the 
pey-rolls of the department, and it is true. I did 
not tell them that I did this before the present 
Commissioners were appointed.” 
. ¢. B. Briggs, a builder, of No. 63 East One Hun- 
fired and Eleventh-street, said that, last June, 
while making some aiterations at No. 69 Clinton- 
lace, he had excavated some 200 loads of dirt, and 
ad it dumped at the foot of West Tweltth-street. 
He paid a person who represented that he had 
charge of the dump 25 cents a load. 

Thomas. Christy, the driver of a cart for J. B. 
Mulliary, was a very unwilling witness, and to most 

nestions his uniform answer was, “I can’t swear 
os it.” He testified, however, to having dumped 
beveral loads of «ellar dirt, which he took from 

roadway and Weil-street, at the City scows at 
Market-street, and several loads from Pine and 
William streets at the scows at the foot of Canal- 
gtreet. The foreman of Mr. Mullary gave hima 
ticket for each load, und this ticket he gave to the 
men atthe dumps. Ee could not swear what the 
name of the man at the dump-was, how many loads 
he had disposed of in this way, nor how long he 
had been doing it. He was sure, however, that he 
hed dumped loads both at iMarket and Canal 
Btreets during the vresent year, ‘I didn’t pass any 
remarks with the men on the scows,” he said, ‘* I 
fiid my work and went away.” 

Peter McGuire was the next witness. He said 
that he was an Inspector of Dumps inthe Street- 
cleaning Bureau from March 8, 1880, until last Sep- 
tember. During that time he wasstationed first at 
the dump at West Twelfth-street, and afterward at 
East Seventeenth-street.

‘ELEVATED RAILROAD :TAXATION.: 


—_—_—»>_——_ 
WHAT THE MAYOR, CONTROLLER, AND COR- 
PORATION COUNSEL SAY. 

The Mayor, Controller, and Corporation 
Counsel, to whom was addressed the petition of the 
‘Manhattan Elevated Railway Company for a re- 
duction of taxation, yesterday sent a formal reply 
to the company refusing to grant the petition. The 
answer sets forth: First, as tothe past due taxes, 
amounting to about $1,000,000, that the several 
companies involved have been assessed and taxed 
“upon the same principles upon which all other 
corporations have been assessed and taxed appar- 


ently.” The reply then continues: “The 
corporations have been taxed upon. the 
valuations made by the Commissioners of 
Taxes of their property after deducting the 
tax upon the real estate. No error has been sug- 
gested as to the principles upon which these taxes 
have been assessed, except that it is now claimed 
that the business of the companies is not such as 
to justify taxation toso large an amount. The 
Manhattan Company has, however, been up to the 
— time paying upon the capital stock of the 
etropolitan Elevated Railway Company and the 
New-York Elevated Railway a grea A 10 per cent. 
perannum dividends, a small portion of which 
money, if it had been devoted to the payment of 
taxes as they accrued from time to time, would 
have wiped out the arrears of taxes which the com- 
pany now asks to be relieved from. The payment 
of such dividends has seemed to have, and proba- 
bly did have, the effect of creating a fictitious value 
for the corporate property and franchises repre- 
sented by its stock, and the Tax Commissioners 
may have been deceived thereby in making the val- 
uations of the corporations for the purposes of tax- 
ation, but the Tax Commissioners were justified in 
assuming that the dividends were being paid out of 
net earnings, and, therefore, the error, if any has 
been made, in the valuations of the capital stock, 
is one for which the officers of the companies and 
not the Tax Commissioners are responsible. The 
estimate put in the market upon the securities 
of a corporation is a circumstance to which the 
officials are entitled to resort for an estimate of the 
value of the corporate franchises and property. 
Besideg, it must be remembered that the sums for 
which in past years the railroads have been taxed 
-have been relied upon to meet the disbursements of 
the City Government. Upon the faith thereof such 
disbursements have been made, the money having 
been raised upon bonds in anticipation of the pay- 
ment of taxes, and, in the opinion of the under- 
signed officers, it is not properly within their prov-. 
‘ince to aid or assist in the compromise of the re- 
leasing of any legal and valid claim for taxes aris- 
ing out of the assessments and levies forpast years. 
‘Second, so far as your application concerns the 
taxes of the corporations for the future, if the facts 
stated in your communication are correct, and we 
do not intend to intimate to the contrary, the ques- 
. tion will sett‘e itself. The statement made by you 
.is to the effect that unless the taxes are somewhat 
reduced there will be a smali deficiency in 
‘the amount necessary to pay the _ interest 
‘upon the bonds and the taxes. Assuming 
this to be correct, by the operation of 
/natural causes the vaiuations of pag corporations 
‘upon which taxes are leviea will be reduced, and 
the necessary relief will thus be obtained. Full 
‘ one-half of the tax assessed upon the properties is 
}a tax dependent upon the value put by the public 
upon the stocks of these companies. If they have 
the value current they must represent property, 
and should be taxed as-such. If they do not they 
«will decline in value, and the tax will decline pro- 
!portionately, and the corporations will he relieved 
‘of the-excessive amount of taxation by the opera-° 
tion of natural laws. In other words, the princi- 
ples upon which the roads conducted by you are, 
taxed are the same as those which are made ap- 
— to all other citizens ana corporations. We 
now of no reason why an exception should be 
made in favor of your corporations, and why the . 
‘public burdens which, under uniform laws, fall. 
‘upon you should be placed upon others. 

“With regard to the apparent hardship upon the 
‘corporations of the-existing situation, which is so 
‘atrongly pressed upon-our attention in the commu- 
‘nication, it may not be out of place to suggest that

DEPRIVED OF HIS SEAT. 


CIRCUMSTANCES WHICH TOOK F. M. LOCK- 
WOOD OUT OF THE STOCK EXCHANGE. 


F. M. Lockwood, a well-known broker, do- 
ing business at No. 8 Exchange-court, was yester- 
day ousted from his seat and membership in the 
New-York Stock Exchange bya decision of the 
Governing Committee of the Exchange. The 
charge on which the decree was based is that he 
has violated a rule of the Exchange relating to 
commissions on stock transactions. Mr. Lockwood 
has for some years been a member of the Exchange, 
and latterly has been doing a very extensive busi- 


ness. About a month ago rumors reached the ears 
of Mr. Donald MacKay, President of the Exchange, 
to the effect that Lockwook was doing. busi- 
ness in Philadelphia, in contravention ~f the 
rules, by paying a bonus or commission 
to certain persons in that city who were 
procuring business there for him. Charges were 
made against Mr. Lockwood, and referred to the 
Committee on Commissions, which began an in- 
vestigation. Mr. Lockwood being called madea 
clean breast of the matter, admitting that he had 
several agencies in Philadelphia, and that to none 
of the agents was he paying a salary, but was 
giving them a pro rata interest in or commission 
on the business transacted. The committee re- 
orted that they had unanimously found that Mr. 
ckwood had violated the rule, but that he 
claimed to have done it unintentionally, or at least 
not with willful knowledge that he was violating 
the rule. They also suggested that the Governing 
Committee might mitigate the penalty. The mat- 
ter was taken up by the Governing Committee, and 
at its meeting on Thursday afternoon a unani- 
mous judgment was rendered declaring that in 
consequence of his violation of the rule, Mr. Lock- 
wood had forfeited all his rights and privileges as 
a member of the Exchange, and that his seat was 
therefore vacant. : 

The rule which he violated provides that ‘no 
bonus, commission, or pro rata percentage shall be 
given to any clerk or other individual for business 
procured for any member of the Exchange. This 
means. in effect that members may ra wi only 
salaried persons to procure business for them. The 
judgment of the Governing Committee is avery 
severe one, forits effect is to deprive the inculpated 
member of his business connection with the assocla- 
tion, and a clause of the constitution provides that 
when the Governing Committee declares a judgment 


of forfeiture against a member for violation of. 


commission rules his seat shall escheat to the Ex- 
change. A seat in the Stock Exchange is valued at 
$25,000. The Exchange, however, has no right to 
sell the escheated seat, and it simply lapses and 
becomes and remains a vacant seat. Inasmuch as 
the Governing Committee, consisting of 40 mem- 
bers, was unanimous in its decree, it will be 
difficult, perhaps, for Mr. Lockwood to se- 
cure restoration. A member of the Exchange 
in suggesting the difficulty of securing a restora- 
tion. said, yesterday, that the only way probable 
would be for Mr. Lockwood to control the next 
election in the Exchange, so asto secure a Gov- 
erning Committee favorable to a remission of the 

enaity imposed on him. This would certainly 
be a gigantic task for any one man to accomplish. 
Mr. Lockwood, yesterday, in reply to some inquiries 
made of him by a Times reporter, said he did not 
wish to say anything on the subject. He had un- 
doubtedly violated the rule, but he had done it un- 
wittingly, and he hoped some favorable reconsid- 
eration of the matter would be had. A member of 
‘the Governing Committee said there was no re- 
course for a member by appeal from the judgment. 
The Governing Committee had power, inits dis- 
cretion, however, to remit or mitigate the penalt 
here imposed. He could not say whether suc 
revocation would be made. When Mr. Lockwood 
appeared before the committee he frankly admitted 
what he had done, and was, in fact, convictea on 
his own admissions.

HALF SISTERS TO SHARE IN AN ESTATE... 


Judge Larremore, in Supreme Court, Special 
Term, yesterday, decided that-Stella and Frances 
Yates are entitled to share in the estate left to 
their step-sister, Catharine Yates, now deceased, 
by her-grandfather, James Rowe. By his will 
James Rowe directed his Executors to convert his 


residuary estate into personalty, and after invest-. 


ing a portion for the benefit of his widow and son, 
to divide the remainder into seven equal parts. One 
of these parts he’ bequeathed to each of his six 
daughters. The seventh he directed to de divided 
into four parts, and to be distributed to his four 
grandchildren, the issue of his deceased daughter, 
Cordelia Yates. Incase either of his grandchildren 
should die without issue before attaining majority, 
he ordered his or her share to be distributed 
among living brothers and sisters and the 
issue of any deceased brother or sister. 
One of these grandchildren—Catharine Yates—died 
in 1874. Prior to the making of Mr. Rowe's will, 
his son-in-law, Charles Yates, remarried and had 
two daughters. The dispute before Judge Larre- 
more was as to whether these two daughters, being 
only of the half blood to Catharine Yates, were en- 
titled to share in her estate under the will of her 
grandfather. Judge Larremore says that Mr. Rowe 
made no express limitation as to his descendants, 
and, while knowing that he had only one grand- 
son and three’ granddaughters as the issue of his 
daughter, Cordelia Yates, used the plural ‘* broth- 
“ers and sisters’’ when directing the disposition to 
be made of the share left by him to each of them 
upon his or her death. He therefore decides that 
it is in accordance with Mr. Rowe’s intentions that 
Catharine Yates’s half-sisters shall receive distrib- 
,utive shares-of her portion.

SHIPS ABANDONED AT SEA. 
. The steam-ship George W. Clyde, Capt. 
Holmes, which arrived from the West Indies yes- 
terday, brought as passengers the-crew of the brig- 
-antine Susie J. Strout, abandoned at seain a water- 
logged condition. On April 3}the Clyde, bound for 


the West Indies, sighted the brigantine in distress, 
being full of water. Capt. L. M, Fickett and six 
men—the entire crew—were transferred, saving 
only their clothing and the ship’s papers and instru- 
ments. The abandoned vessel was set on fire to 
warn pass:ng vessels of her presence. She 
was bound from Jacksonville, Fla., for Aspinwall. 
The crew were landed at Turk’s Island on the 5th.* 
Here they remained until the 24th, when the Clyde 
called on her return trip. The Strout was built at 
Cherryfield, Me., in 1866. She was owned by Z. H.: 
Fickett, of this City. The British bark Woodlands, 
which sailed from this port for Gloucester, Enz- 
‘land, on the 3d, was abandoned at sea 12 days 
later.
